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CHAPTER  I 
INTRODUCTION 


1«  Purpoae  of  this  Study 

Sqme  basic  facta*—  Llany  timea  it  haa  been  aaid  that  education  muat 

oonoern  itself  with  the  interests,  needa,  and  problema  of  the  learner* 

1/ 

Yet  in  a  recent  atudy       in  Maryland,  conducted  under  the  auspices  of 

the  American  You-tti  Commiaaion,  is  found  the  following  statenont: 

"Our  data  reveal  that,  with  several  groups  of  youth,  unsatis- 
factory school  adjustment  -  by  which  is  meant  a  combination  of  lack 
of  interest,  diaoiplinary  dlf£icultie8,  and  too  difficult  subjects  - 
is  Am  important^  reason  for  leaving  school  ••••  The  fact  that  rela- 
tively high  percentages  of  youth  giving  lack  of  interest  as  their 
reason  for  dropping  out  were  found  among  those  who  left  school  at 
the  upper  high  school  level,  as  well  as  among  those  who  left  at  the 
elementary  level,  indicates  that  all  along  the  line  the  schools,  aa 
they  are  now  aet  up,  are  adapted  to  neither  the  needs  nor  the 
interests  of  large  numbers  of  our  young  people." 

The  evident  implication  is  that  the  schools  need  to  know  better  the 
problems  of  their  students*    Thi8  is  important  for  the  effective  oper- 
ation of  a  achool  program*    Peraonal  problems  indicate  matters  which  are 
absorbing  much  of  the  energy  of  the  atudenta*    They  are  one  index  of 
personality  development  in  each  individual*    Properly  interpreted,  they 
provide  leads  to  curriculum  revision  and  teacliing  methods  which  are 
likely  to  be  appreciated  and  to  affect  favorably  the  educative  growth 
of  the  students*    These  problems  may  indicate  a  weakneas  in  the  health

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program,  point  to  desirable  extra-curricular  activities,  and  in  general 
they  nay  indicate  those  phases  in  the  organisation  of  the  school  which 
need  improvement. 

The  problem* ml  This  is  a  study  of  the  personal  problems,  in  seven 
areas  of  human  concern,  of  the  pupils  of  two  junior  high  schools  in  an 
industrial  city  of  Massachusetts*    It  is  an  attempt  to  discover  just  what 
these  problems  are,  and  to  find  out  whether  they  differ  radically  from 
those  in  certain  other  cities*    Comparisons  are  made  among  three  intelli- 
gence levels  in  the  seventh,  eighth,  and  ninth  grades*    Problems  of  boys 
and  girls  are  compared*    Problems  caused  by  the  war  are  also  studied,  and 
remedial  measures  are  suggested*  j 

The  data  which  follow  were  secured  from  511  pupils,  258  pupils  from 
School  A  and  253  pupils  from  School  B. 

2*  Method  of  Investigation 

Preliminary  ca:ir3ents*--  A  comucei  method  of  discoverinn  the  problems 

of  youth  is  by  moans  of  a  problem  check  list.    In  reading  through  the 

literature,  the  writer  learned  of  a  rather  comprehensive  Problem  Cheok

List  which  had  been  prepared  by  Ross  L*  Uooney.       Consequently,  at  a 

conference  which  the  writer  had  with  his  superintendent  of  schools,  it  was 

agreed  that  much  time  would  be  saved  and  that  a  more  comprehensive  study 

could  be  made  by  using  Mooneyes  check  list.    However,  in  order  to  take 

care  of  any  local  problems  that  might  not  be  included  in  this  check  list, 

it  was  slightly  modified  by  the  addition  of  the  following  sentence:

"iiake  a  list  of  any  of  your  other  problems  which  are  not  covered  by  this 
questionnaire  (Omit  war  problems)." 

The  omission  of  war  problems  from  this  listing  was  asked  because  a 
supplementally  form  was  included  or.  which  the  pupil  was  asked  to  list  any 
problem  or  anxiety  which  to  him  was  a  direct  result  of  the  war.  A 
summary  of  the  war  problems  and  anxieties  obtained  will  be  given  and 
discus  sad  in  ohapter  four.    A  copy  of  the  supplement  and  also  a  copy  of 
the  Problem  Check  List  will  be  found  in   the  appendix. 

Procedure.--  The  Problem  Check  List  was  administered  in  January  1943 
to  a  slow  group,  an  average  group,  and  an  above  average  group  in  grades  7, 
8,  and  9  in  School  A  and  Sohool  B.    In  this  way  a  fairly  good  cross- 
section  of  the  entire  school  population  was  obtained. 

The  Problem  Check  List  was  administered  without  any  previous  announce- 
ment and  without  giving  the  pupils  a  ohance  to  consult  with  others.  The 
Problem  Check  List,  Jurdor-Iiigh-Cchool  Form  modified  as  mentioned  above, 
contained  210  problems  and  five  questions  such  as:-  "iiave  you  enjoyed 
using  this  check  list  of  problems?" 

The  pupils  were  instructed  to  fill  in  tlie  front  page,  giving  such 
information  as  name,  age,  sex,  grade,  and  school;  to  road  the  list  slowly; 
and  to  draw  a  lino  under  any  problem  which  troubled  them,    hoxt,  they  were 
to  answer  the  questions  on  page  five  and  also  to  add  any  of  their  problems 
which  were  not  included  in  the  list.    Finally,  they  were  asked  to  designate 
their  war  problems  on  the  supplementary  form. 

The  time  allowed  was  one  hour,  but  an  ordinary  class  period  would 
have  been  sufficient.    The  lists  were  collected  and  then  the  intelligence 
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quotient  of  each  pupil  was  placed  on  the  forms.    Unfortunately  the 
intelligence  quotients  -were  not  available  for  149  pupils.    In  School  A, 
40  per  cent  of  the  pupils  tested  were  thus  unclassified,  while  in  School 
B  19  per  cent  v/ere  unclassified.    This  not  only  greatly  increased  the 
amount  of  wort:  required  for  the  tabulation  of  the  results,  but  also  made 
the  comparisons  of  intelligence  levels  less  reliable. 

Classifying  the  cheek  list, —  Before  tabulating  the  rosults,  the 
check  lists  were  first  sorted  according  to  school,    llexb,  those  of  each 
school  were  arranged  by  sex,  then  those  of  each  sex  "were  classified  by 
grade,    Finally,  the  pupils  in  each  grade  were  assigned  to  four  categoric 
(l)  those  -wit!:  an  intelligence-quotient  level  of  89  or  below,  (2)  those 
with  an  lntelligence-quotie:-t  level  of  90  to  110,  (3)  those  with  an 
intelligence-quotient  level  of  111  or  above,  and  (4)  unclassified,  that  i 

those  for  whoa  no  intelligence-quotient  ratings  were  available,

The  problems  chocked  by  each  pupil  were  then  tabulated  on  large 
subdivisions  of  cross-section  paper.    The  pupils •  names,  classified  as 
described  above,  were  alphabetically  arranged  in  a  vertical  column,  while 
the  210  items  (problems)  of  the  Problem  Chech  List  were  arranged  consecu- 
tively by  their  numbers  and  grouped  into  seven  areas  containing  thirty 
questions  each.    The  item  numbers  were  placed  horizontally  across  the 
sheets  with  spaces  being  provided  for  subtotal sj    Thus  it  was  possible  to 
obtain  totals  by  areas  for  each  pupil  as  well  as  for  eaoh  group  of  pupils 
classified  by  intelligence-quotient  level  in  each  grade.    In  order  to 
provide  space  for  a  pupil1 s  name  and  the  210  items  on  one  sheet,  it  was 
necessary  to  paste  three  large  sections  of  the  crosa-soction  paper 
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together,  right  of  these  Ions  sheets  were  used  in  the  main  tabulation  of 
the  items  checked  by  the  pupils. 

At  this  point,  it  is  -well  to  pause  in  order  to  become  acquainted 
with  the  Problem  Check  List  and  8 one  of  its  uses. 


3«  The  Problem  Chech  List 
Description*—  As  previously  stated,  the  Problem  Chock  Li3t  contains 
210  problems  classified  in  seven  areas.    There  are  thirty  problcns  in 
each  area,  these  being  arranged  in  groups  of  five  items  across  the  six 
columns  of  problems.    The  first  aroa  is  the  top  group,  the  second  area  is 
the  second    group,  and  so  on  down  the  pages.    These  seven  areas  are: 

(1)  Health  and  Physical  Development  (such  as  ailments,  habits, 
features,  and  development) 

(2)  School  Work  (involving  the  pupils  status,  skills,  abilities, 
and  attitudes) 

(3)  Home  and  Family  (general  conditions,  attitudes,  and  inter- 
relations) 

(4)  Hisoellaneous  Problems  (small  groups  of  problems  related  to 
various  elements,  such  as  money,  urork,  the  future,  educational  and 
vocational  plans,  religion,  and  opportunity  for  recreation) 

(5)  Boy  and  Girl  Relations  (such  as  opportunities,  skills, 
attitudes,  and  desires) 

(G)  Relations  to  People  in  General  (such  as  psychological 
feelings,  isolations,  and  aggressions) 

(7)  Self-Centered  Concerns  (such  as  psycho logical  moods, 
tendencies,  morale,  or  morality) 

The  above  description  was  adapted  from  the  Problem  Check  List. 
Some  use 8  of  the  Chock  List.—  The  following  suggested  uses  were 

y 

adapted  from  a  bulletin,  sent  to  the  writer  by  Ross  L.  Hooney,  announcing 
the  publication  of  the  Problem  Check  List,  Junior-lIigh-School  Form.  The 
function  of  the  check  list  is  to  help  students  in  the  expression  of  their 
personal  problems.    It  may  bo  used  as  follows:

"Columbus,  Ohio. 
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(1)  In  Group  Surveys;    To  find  out  what  youth  are  thinking  about 
in  their  personal  lives.    To  help  looate  students  who  want  and  need 
counseling  or  other  personal  aid  on  health,  school,  hone,  social, 
psychological,  or  other  personal  problems.    To  help  locate  the  most 
prevalent  problems  expressed  within  a  student  body  in  order  to  guide 
new  developments  and  revisions  in  the  currioular,  extra-curricular, 
and  guidance  programs  of  a  sohool. 

(2)  In  Home-Room,  Group  Guidance  and  Orientation  Programs: 

To  stimulate  each  student  to  the  earlior  recognition  and  analysis  of 
his  needs*    To  indicate  discussion  topics  and  group  activities  which 
are  related  to  the  personal  interests  and  needs  of  the  students  in 
any  given  groi;p. 

(3)  In  Regular  Classroom  Teaching:    To  provide  an  opening  by 
\iriiici-  a  teacher  can  establish  himself  in  an  individual  and  personal 
relation  to  each  of  liis  students.    To  enable  special  analysis  of 
students  who  arc  hard  to  "reach"  or  understand. 

(4)  In  Guidance  Interviews:    To  prepare  students  prior  to  an 
interview  by  allowing  fUjlM  to  review  and  summarise  their  own  pre- 
blens  and  see  the  full  range  of  personal  matters  they  might  discuss 
with  their  counselor  or  teacher.    To  save  time  for  the  interviewer 
by  providing  bin  with  a  quick  review  of  the  variety  of  problems 
wisich  arc  the  expressed  concern  of  the  student. 

(G)  In  Research  on  the  Problems  of  liarly  Adolescence:    To  show 
changes  and  differences  in  problems  in  relation  to  age,  sex,  social 
background,  scuool  ability,  and  intcrost  patterns.    To  establish 
patterns  of  problem-association,  i.e.,  to  discover  what  problems 
tend  to  appear  when  any  given  problem  appears  (e.0.,  the  problems 
appearing  with  "being  a  grade  behind  in  school",  "don't  get  along 
with  my  teachers",  "wcrriod  about  grades",  "feeling  nobody  HZ:es 
me",  or  any  other  given  item.) 

(6)  In  Individual  Surveys:    To  U3e  immediately  on  individual 
cases  since  complicated  scoring  sheets  are  not  necessary  for  inter- 
pretation and  sine©  the  use  of  the  results  on  a  case  depends  on 
direct  pragmatic  analysis  of  the  students1  markings  one'  writings. 


4.  Distribution  of  the  j-lipils  Surveyed 
The  concora  of  this  section.--  This  section  will  be  given  over  to  a 
brief  description  of  the  social  composition  and  of  the  distribution  of  the 
pupils  surveyed. 


distribution  of  pupils.—  The  pupils  to  wham  the  Problem  Check  List 
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was  administered  classified  by  school,  crr-d«*  intelligence-quotient  level, 
and  sex  arc  3hown  in  Table  1.    The  reader  should  particularly  note  the 
large  nunbers  of  unclassified  pupils  especially  liz  School  A.    This  situ- 
ation *tt*t  be  I:ept  i::  oind  since  it  will  affect  the  analysis  of  the  data.

It  should  also  bo  noted  that  in  School  A  at  the  intelligence-quotient 
level  of  39  or  below  there  is  only  one  boy  in  grade  sevon  and  none  in 
grade  nine*    In  fact,  the  distribution  in  any  one  grade  does  not  follow 
too  closely  the  nomal  distribution  carve  with  the  possible  exception  of 
the  seventh-grade  boys  of  School  B. 


Social  composition.--  The  two  schools  are  located  in  a  city  -with  a 
population  of  approximately  115,000.    For  years  it  was  a  leading  textile 
center  and  a  large  producer  o:?  print  goods,    liow  the  principal  typos  of 
manufacturing  are  bakery  products;  Mft*s,  women's,  and  children's  clothing; 
cotton  goods;  draperios;  dyaing  and  finishing;  hats;  house  furnishings; 
knit  goods;  leather  products;  metal  products;  shirts;  silk  and  rayon 
goods;  textile  equipment  and  supplies;  threads  and  ye.rn»i  and  waste 
products* 

The  native  born  population  comprises  about  71  per  cent  of  the  "whole. 
The  predominating  nationalities  are  native  American,  Lnglish,  French, 
Portuguese,  Irish,  Polish,  and  Italian*    a.  large  percentage  of  these  are 
mill  operatives. 

School  A,  wluoh  is  located  at  one  end  of  the  city,  is  unique  in  that 
it  draws  children  fron  fo..dlies  of  about  every  economic  and  social  level. 
On  the  other  hand.  School  B  at  the  opposite  end  of  the  city  draws  pupils 
mainly  from  families  of  the  lower  and  middle  income  brackets.  Inspection 
of  Tabic  1  will  reveal  that  nearly  29  per  cent  of  the  pupils  tested  in 
School  A  have  an  i;  telligcnce-quotient  level  of  111  or  above.    In  view  of 
the  large  number  of  pupils  that  arc  unclassified  in  tliis  school,  tids 
percentage  is  obviously  somewhat  lower  than  the  true  figure.    The  number 
of  unclassified  pupils  i..  School  ii  is  relatively  low  and  about  'do  per  cent 
of  the  pupils  tested  in  it  have  an  intelligence-quotient  level  of  111  or 
above.    If  the  oross-soctions  obtained  are  truly  representative  of  the 
school  population  in  each  school,  the  above  would  indicate  that  tha  general 
intelligence  level  of  the  pupils  in  Sohool  A  is  higher  than  that  in  School  I

^opics  to  be  considered.—  Tide  chapter  doals  mainly  ;.ith  an  over- 
view analysis  of  the  data.    Information  ie  presented  showing  measures  of 
central  tendency  and  variability/,  the  average  number  of  problems  marked 
in  each  area,  and  the  nost  prevalent  problems. 

:  re paring  the  tables, —  In  preparing  the  tables  for  the  measures  of 
central  tendency  and  variability,  and  also  the  percentage  frequency  of 
itcus  chocked  in  each  area,  the  computations  were  carried  to  the  nearest 
whole  number.  This  degroo  of  accuracy  was  considered  sufficient  for  the 
purposes  of  this  study.  On  the  other  Iiand,  since  the  average  nunber  of 
problems  checked  in  eaok  area  were  comparatively  anal  I,  the  calculations 
were  carried  to  the  nearest  tenth. 

2.  Some  Heasures  of  Central  Tendency  and  ¥sjj$ttMUftjy 
Introductory  remarks.--  According  to  II.  E»  Garrett,  a  measure  of

central  tendency  is  of  value  i'or  -ir.^o  reasons.         x-lrs-o,  it  is  considered 

as  a  simple  measure  which  rej^re  seats  all  of  the  scores  made  by  the  group, 

and  as  such  gives  a  concise  description  of  the  performance  of  the  group 

as  a  'whole;  and  second,  it  enables  us  to  compare  two  or  more  groups  in

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terms  of  typical  performance."    However,  when  there  are  many  very  high 
score 8  or  many  zero  scores,  the  median  is  1  better  measure  of  central 
tendency  than  the  mean  (average  score). 

For  better  comparisons  some  measure  of  variability  is  also  needed, 
because  it  sometimes  shows  a  difference  between  groups  when  the  means  do 
not.    The  range  is  used  when  a  rough  comparison  is  to  be  made  of  two  or 
more  groups  for  variability  or  when  the  number  of  scores  is  too  small  to 
justify  the  calculation  of  a  more  precise  measure. 

The  mean,  median,  first  quartile,  third  quartile,  and  range  are 
shown  in  Table  2  for  grades  7,  8,  and  9  of  both  Schools  A  and  3.

Comparison  of  the  measures  in  School  Analysis  of  the  data  in 

Table  2  for  School  A  shows  that  there  is  no  particular  difference  in  the 
number  of  problems  marked  by  boys  and  girls  of  grade  seven  with  the 
exception  that  tiie  first  quartile  for  boys  shows  ei«_ht  problems  marked  as 
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compared  to  four  problems  checked  by  the  girl3.    All  the  other  measures 
arc  comparatively  consistent. 

The  range  Tor  Jdio  boys  of  grade  eight  would  indicate  a  very  wide 
spread,  but  if  the  two  top  counts  of  158  and  105  were  discarded,  the 
range  would  beoome  1  to  65.    The  dropping  of  tho  two  top  scores  would 
reduce  the  mean  (average  number  of  problens)  to  14  but  it  would  cause  no 
appreciable  change  in  the  remaining  measures*    Thus  it  is  seen  that  the 
difference  in  the  average  number  of  problems  between  the  boya  and  girls 
of  grade  eight  is  significant  with  the  girls  marking  about  four  more 
problems  than  the  boys. 

Comparison  of  "the  data  for  grade  nine  also  shows  that  the  girls 
tend  to  have  more  problems  than  the  boys. 

On  the  whole,  the  analysis  indicates  that  in  School  A  the  girls  did 
mark  slightly  more  problems  than  the  boys.    This  fact  is  also  shown  in 
Table  3,  which  summarises  the  average  number  of  problems  marked  in  each 
area  by  boys  and  girls  of  Schools  A  and  B« 

Comparison  of  the  measures  in  School  B»— »  A  comparison  of  the 
problems  marked  by  boys  and  girls  of  grade  seven  in  School  I  shows  that, 
although  the  range  is  nearly  equal,  the  other  measures  clearly  indicate 
that  the  boys  marked  more  problems  than  the  girls. 

As  in  School  A,  tho  range  for  the  boys  of  grade  eight  Is  School  3 
would  also  indicate  a  wide  dispersion.    However,  if  the  two  extreme 
counts  (0  and  101)  were  discarded,  the  range  would  beoome  4  to  44.  This 
change  would  cause  the  mean  to  become  18.    Thus  in  School  B,  for  grado 
eight,  it  is  also  seen  that  the  girls  marked  about  four  more  problems 
than  the  boys. 


The  data  for  grade  indicate  that  the  boys  have  slightly  norc 

problems  than  the  girls.  Although  the  mean  scores  are  the  same,  the 
median  score  for  the  hoys  is  10  as  compared  to  7  for  the  girls.  The 
quartilo  scores  are  also  higher  for  the  boys* 

The  analysis  of  the  data  for  School  3  shows  a  result  which  is

opposite  to  that  obtained  in  School         I;.  this  school  the  boys  narked 
slightly  more  problems  than  the  girls. 

Comparing  the  results  for  both  schools. •»-  In  general,  the  data  show 
that  the  boys  of  School  A  markod  nore  problems  than  the  boys  of  School  ftj 
also  that  the  girls  of  School  A  narked  nore  problems  than  the  girls  of 
School  B.    The  exception  is  grade  eight  whore  the  number  of  problems 
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checked  is  slightly  higher  In  School  B  for  the  girls. 

From  the  standpoint  of  the  total  number  of  pupils  in  each  school  it 
is  seen  (Table  3)  that  the  average  number  of  problems  marked  in  Sohool  A 
is  higher  than  in  School  B. 

3#  Average  dumber  of  Problems  Liirked 
Organizing  the  data, —  The  tabulation  of  the  data  of  Table  3  is 
based  on  the  total  number  of  problems  marked  in  each  area  by  boys  and 
girls  of  each  school.    However,  only  the  average  number  of  problems  oheok- 
ed  is  presented  and  the  ax*eas  are  ranked  according  to  the  average  number 
of  problems  reported  by  the  total  number  of  pupils  in  each  school*  In 
this  procedure  the  number  of  problems  marked  in  each  area  by  the  boys  of 
School  A  were  totaled  and  divided  by  the  number  of  boys  to  get  the 
average  number  of  problems  marked  in  each  area.    T]iis  operation  was  then 
repeated  for  the  girls  and  also  for  the  total  number  of  pupils  in  each 
sohool*    The  areas  which  have  the  laghest  averages  arc  the  ones  in  which 
problems  are   .ost  prevalent* 

The  above  procedure  was  also  applied  to  obtain  the  average  number  of 
problems  chocked  in  each  area  by  hoys  and  girls  of  different  intelligence 
levels  in  grades  7,  0,  and  9  of  Schools  A  and  13.    These  data  are 
summarized  in  sevsn  tables  (one  for  each  area)  which  follow  the  analysis 
of  the  data  of  Table  3. 

Average  number  of  problems  reported  classified  by  areas. —  The  most 
outstanding  fact  revealed  by  the  data  of  Table  3  is  the  great  number 
of  problems  in  the  area  of  "School  V.'ork"  by  the  pupils  of  both  schools. 
T.ach  group  marked  an  average  of  3.5  problems  in  this  area. 
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The  lowest  number  of  problems  -mo  reported  in  the  area  of  MIIome  and 
I&nily".    The  results  in  both  schools  wore  essentially  the  some  with  the 
pupils  of  Sohool  A  reporting  an  average  of  1.5  problems  as  compared  to  an 
average  of  1«4  problems  in  School  B. 

On  the  basis  of  the  averages  reported  by  the  total  number  of  pupils 
in  each  school,  it  is  seen  that  the  four  leading  areas  in  School  A  are: 
"School  V.ork"  (average  3,5),  "l&soellaneous  Problems"  (average  3.1), 
"Self-Centered  Concerns"  (average  3,0),  and  "Health  and  Physical 
Ijevelopment"  (average  2.9) .    The  four  leading  areas  in  School  B  are  the 
sane  as  the  above  exoept  that  the  area  of  "Health  and  Physical 
Development"  shifts  from  the  fourth  place  to  the  second  place  -with  the 
other  areas  remaining  |»  the  same  illative  position* 

Comparison  of  the  data  for  die  boys  of  both  schools  reveals  that, 
although  they  rank  the  areas  la  identical  order,  the  boys  of  School  A 
report  higher  averages  in  five  areas  and  equal  averages  in  two  areas. 
Except  for  the  average  number  of  problems  reported  in  the  area  of 
''School  Wort:"  (average  3.2),  the  girls  of  School  A  also  report  Iiigher 
averages  than  the  girls  of  School  B.    In  general,  it  can  be  said  that 
both  the  boys  and  girls  of  School  A  recognise  more  problems  than  the 
pupils  of  School  B* 

Inspection  of  the  data  in  School  A  reveals  that  the  girls  tend  to 
have  slightly  more  problems  than  the  boys  in  most  areas.    The  significant 
differences  are  in  the  area  of  "School  "Work"  where  the  boys  lead  with  on 
average  of  3»9  problems  as  compared  to  an  average  of  3.2  problems.  How- 
ever, in  the  area  of  "Self-Centered  Concerns"  the  girls  load  the  boys  to 
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a  marked  degree  with  an  average  of  3.5  problems  as  oompared  to  ar.  average 
Of  2,G  problems. 

In  School  B  the  boys  lead  the  girls  to  a  very  slight  degree  in  most 
area*.    However,  m>  obtain  the  sane  relative  differences  a3  above.  The 
boys  still  lead  the  girls  in  the  area  of  "School  Yfork"  with  an  average  of 
3*9  problems  as  couparod  to  an  average  of  3,2  problems,    .And  as  above, 
the  girls  lead  the  boys  in  the  area  of  "Self-Centered  Concerns"  but  to  a 
lesser  degree  with  IB  average  of  2,4  problems  as  compared  to  an  average 
of  1*3  problems •    Obviously,  the  boys  find  it  nore  difficult  to  adjust 
themselves  to  school  work  but  are  loss  concerned  -with  psychological  moods. 

Although  a  comparison  on  the  basis  of  the  average  number  of  problems 
marked  in  each  area  furnishes  only  I  rough  index,  it  does  indicate  those 
areas  requiring  a  more  detailed  study  of  the  exact  problems  involved. 
The  most  prevalent  problems  in  each  area  will  be  summarised  in  later 
ciiapters. 

Comparison  of  the  average  number  of  problems  in  each  area based 
mainly  on  intelligence  levels,— »  The  analysis  of  the  data  in  the  above 
section  was  bused  mainly  in  comparing  the  average  number  of  probltsai  mark- 
ed in  each  area  by  the  total  number  of  boys  and  girls  in  each  school. 

The  following  discussion  \7ill  be  an  extension  of  the  above.  However, 
instead  of  making  comparisons  based  merely  on  sex  and  totals  in  each 
school,  the  analysis  "will  be  made  with  the  idea  of  trying  to  discover 
differences  not  only  between  grades  but  also  between  the  different 
intelligence  levels.    For  this  reason  the  data  have  been  summarised  in 
soven  tables,  one  for  each  area: 


(1)  "Area  of  Health  and  Physical  Development".  Analysis  of  tho  data 
in  this  area  (Table  4)  does  not  reveal  any  consistent  pattern  or  trend  in 
any  particular  direction.  The  average  number  of  problems  roported  at  the 
different  intelligence  levels  for  grades  seven  to  nine  presents  a  hit  or

miss  pattern.    Thus  the  facts  do  not  warrent  drawing  any  general 
conclusions.    The  avorage  number  of  problems  is  the  same  (2.4)  for  both 
boys  and  girls  of  School  B;  the  girls  of  School  A  lead  the  boys  with  an 
average  number  of  problems  of  3.1  as  compared  to  2.8;  and  the  problems 
roported  by  the  boys  of  School  1  ehow  a  gradual  decrease  from  the  seventh 
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to  the  ninth  grade.    *n  School  A  at  the  Intelligence  level  of  90  to  110, 
the  boys  in  grade  eight  lead  the  girls  to  a  marked  degree  (4.6  to  2.6), 
•whereas  in  grade  nine  tho  findings  are  reversed  'with  the  girls  leading 
the  boys  (4.9  to  1.5).    In  comparing  tho  boys  and  girls  of  School  A  at 
the  intelligence  level  of  111  or  above,  it  is  seen  that  the  boys  lead  the 
girls  to  a  narked  degree  in  both  the  seventh  and  ninth  grades,  Sinilar 
differences  exist  in  School  3,    Here  the  girls  of  grade  eight  lead  the 
boys  at  all  intelligence  levels  with  the  greatest  differences  occurring 
for  the  unclassified  group  and  at  the  intelligence  level  of  89  or  below. 

(2)  "Area  of  School  "Work".    As  previously  mentioned,  the  most 
prevalent  problems  were  reported  in  this  area.    The  data  are  srcxiarized 
in  Table  5.    One  important  fact  shown  is  that  boys  apparently  find  it 
more  difficult  than  girls  to  adjust  themselves  to  school  work.    The  boys 
lead  the  girls  in  both  schools  with  -the  sane  average  number  of  problems 
reported  (3.9  to  3*2).    Y.lth  only  a  few  exceptions  the  boys  consistently 
report  more  problems  than  the  girls  at  all  intelligence  levels  in  all 
grade s.    Tho  two  most  significant  exceptions  are  in  School  A,  at  the 
intelligence  lovol  of  90  to  110  of  grade  nine,  where  the  girls  load  the 
boy3  (CO  to  2«9)j  and  in  School  B,  at  the  intelligence  level  of  09  or 
below  of  grade  eight,  where  they  also  lead  tho  boys  with  an  average 
number  of  problems  of  8.7  as  oompared  po  G.0. 

A  second  important  ffcet  is  that  the  average  number  of  problems 
reported  showed  a  marked  docroase  with  on  increase  in  the  intelligence 
level  in  nearly  all  grades  for  boys  and  girls  of  both  schools.  In 
arriving  at  this  conclusion,  tho  data  for  the  unclassified  groups  were 
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disregarded.    Also  the  data  should  bo  disregarded  at  the  intelligence 
level  of  3D  or  below  in  tlio  seventh  and  ninth  grades  of  School  A  for 
boys,  because  there  were  no  boys  in  grade  nine  and  only  one  boy  in  grade 
seven.

The  decrease  of  probleus  with  an  inorease  in  intelligence  was  to  be 
expected,  because  the  higher  the  intelligence  the  easier  it  is  for  the 
pupil  to  adjust  himself  to  school  v/ork.    however,  for  some  unknown 
reason,  the  data  for  the  boys  of  grade  seven  in  both  schools  do  not 
follow  this  general  conclusion,    hence,  further  study  at  this  level  is 
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suggested  to  determine  the  cause. 

The  data  also  indicate  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  problems 
with  an  increase  in  grade  levels  from  the  seventh  to  the  eighth  but  a 
falling  off  in  going  from  the  eighth  to  tlxe  ninth  grade.    The  exception 
to  this  finding  is  that  the  girls  of  School  A  tend  to  have  a  gradual 
increase  in  problems  in  going  from  the  seventh  to  the  ninth  grade. 

(3)  "Area  of  Home  and  Family "•    The  lowest  number  of  average  problems 
(1.5  per  pupil)  was  reported  in  this  area  by  the  pupils  of  both  schools 
(Table  G).    The  boys  reported  the  same  average  (1.5),  -whereas  the  girls 
of  School  A  led  the  girls  of  School  B  to  a  slight  degree  (1.6  to  1.4). 
The  analysis  of  the  data  does  not  show  any  consistently  progressive 
tendencies  (increasing  or  decreasing)  on  the  basis  of  either  grade  trends 
or  intelligence  levels.    For  example,  in  oonparing  the  trends  toward  the 
ninth  grade,  it  is  seen  that  the  average  number  of  problems  is  nearly 
constant  for  the  boys  of  School  A;  that  both  the  boys  and  girls  of 
School  B  have  higher  averages  in  the  eighth  grade;  and  that  the  girls  of 
School  A  have  the  lowest  average  in  the  eighth  grade  and  the  highest 
average  in  the  ninth  grade. 

In  comparing  the  trend  of  the  average  number  of  problems  from  the 
low-intelligence  level  towards  the  high-intelligence  level  it  is  noted 
that  the  boys  and  girls  of  School  B  show  an  increase  towards  the  hlgh- 
intelligenoe  level  in  the  seventh  grade,  although  their  averages  are 
nearly  constant  at  the  two  lower-ir.telligenoe  levels.    The  girls  of  grade 
nine  in  School  A  also  show  a  definite  increase  towards  the  hifh- 
intelligenoe  level*    On  the  other  hand,  a  decrease  is  shown  towards  the

hi  {^-intelligence  level  by  the  "boys  in  the  ninth  grade  of  School  A;  the 
girls  in  the  seventh  grade  of  School  A;  and  the  girls  in  the  eighth 
grade  of  School  B. 

Comparing  the  sex  differences  witliin  ft  grade,  only  a  few  findings

need  be  mentioned.    In  School  A  the  girls  lead  the  boys  in  grade  seven 
at  the  intelligence  level  of  89  or  below  (2.3  to  1.0);  and  in  grade  nine 
at  both  the  intelligence  level  of  90  to  110  (2.2  to  1.2)  and  the 
intelligence  level  of  111  or  above  (3.1  to  0.5).    The  boys  lead  the  girls 
(1.9  to  1.2)  at  the  intelligence  level  of  111  or  above  in  grade  seven; 
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and  also  in  grade  eight  where  they  lead  (2.6  to  1.6)  at  the  intelligence 
level  of  90  to  110.    In  School  B  for  grade  eight,  the  girls  lead  the  hoys 
(4,3  to  2.2)  at  the  low-intelligence  level.    Most  of  the  other  averages 
which  are  given  are  nearly  constant  on  the  basis  of  sex  differences* 

The  above  facts  indicate  that  no  general  tendency  in  any  given 
direction  is  shown  by  the  data. 

(4)  "Area  of  iiiscellaneous  Problems".    This  area  consists  of  snail 
groups  of  problems  related  to  various  elements,  such  as  money,  work,  the 
future,  educational  and  vocational  plans,  religion,  and  opportunity  for 
recreation.    On  the  basis  of  the  average  number  of  problems  checked,  this 
area  is  second  in  importance  in  School  A  and  the  third  in  importance  in 
School  B  (See  Table  3). 

Analysis  of  the  data  in  Table  7  shows  that  boys  and  girls  of  School 
A  report  essentially  the  same  average  number  of  problems,  \7horcas  the 
boys  of  School  B  lead  the  girls  to  a  slight  degree*    Also,  that  the  pupils 
of  School  A  report  a  higher  average  number  of  problems  than  the  pupils  of 
School  B. 

The  average  number  of  problems  of  both  the  boys  and  girls  of  School 
A  do  tend  to  increase  towards  the  ninth  grade.    On  the  other  hand,  both 
the  boys  and  girls  of  School  B  report  their  highest  averages  in  grade 
eight  and  their  lowest  averages  in  grade  nine. 

Comparison  of  the  data  on  the  basis  of  the  average  number  of 
problems  increasing  towards  the  high-intelligence  level  shows  that  in 
School  A  there  is  an  increase  by  the  boys  of  grade  seven  but  a  decrease 
by  the  girls  of  grade  eight.    In  School  B  there  is  an  increase  by  the 


boys  of  grades  seven  and  eight  and  also  "by  the  (Iris  of  grade  nine.  A 
gradual  doorease  in  the  average  number  of  problems  towards  tho  liigh- 
intelligenoe  level    is  shavm  by  the  girls  in  grade  eight  of  both  schools. 
By  comparing  sex  differences  at  tho  different  intelligence  lewis,

it  is  seen  that  the  girls  of  Sehool  A  lead  the  boys,  in  grade  seven 
(3.2  to  1.0)  at  the  intelligence  level  of  89  or  below;  in  grade  eight 
(2.5  to  0.8)  at  the  high-intelligence  level;  and  in  grade  nine  (5.7  to 
2.2)  at  the  average-intelligence  level.    The  boys,  on  the  other  hand, 
hold  leads  over  the  girls  in  grades  seven  and  eight  at  the  intelligence 


» 
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level  of  90  to  110, 

In  School  B  the  boys  definitely  lead  the  girls  in  grades  eight  and 
nine  at  the  high  and  lov;-ir.tolligonce  levels  respectively.    The  girls 
also  lead  the  boys  to  a  narked  degree  i..  grade  eight  at  the  low- 
intelligence  level. 

(5)  "Area  of  Boy  and  Girl  Relations".    The  average  lumber  of 
problens  in  this  area  caused  it  to  be  ranked  in  fifth  place  by  the  pupils 
of  both  schools.  (See  Table  3)    The  data  for  this  area  are  summarised  in 
Table  8  where  it  is  seen  that  the  pupils  of  School  A  report  higher 
averages  than  the  pupils  of  School  B  (2.G  to  2.0).    "Within  each  school 
the  average  for  boys  was  essentially  the  seine  as  for  the  girls. 

Grade  conparisons  show  that  in  School  A  the  girls  lead  the  boys  in 
grades  eight  and  nine.    In  Sohool  B  the  boys  hold  a  negligible  lead  of 
0.1  over  the  girls  in  grades  seven  and  eight,  whereas  the  girls  lead  the 
boys  in  grade  nine  (1.5  to  1.0).    It  also  appears  that  the  higher 
averages  are  grouped  in  the  eighth  grade  of  both  schools  by  both  the  boys 
and  girls  (exception,  ninth  grud>  girls  in  School  A). 

Intelligence  level  conparisons  again  show  that  the  average  nunber  of 
problens  reported  by  the  boys  in  grade  seven  of  both  schools  show  an 
inorease  towards  the  high-intclligenoe  level.    However,  there  is  a 
slight  falling  off  in  Sohool  B  in  going  fron  the  average  to  the  high- 
intelligence  level.    On  the  other  hand,  the  girls  of  grade  eight  again 
show  a  decrease  towards  the  high-  intelligence  level.    This  tine,  in 
Sohool  B  there  is  a  slight  rise  from  the  low  to  the  average-intelligence 
level  then  a  sharp  drop  towards  the  intelligence  level  of  111  or  above. 


Further  investigation  of  the  data  will  reveal  about  as  many  groups 
whose  average  numbers  of  problems  tend  to  increase  as  decrease  towards 
the  high-intelligence  level. 

(6)  "Area  of  Relations  to  People  In  General",    This  area  was  ranked

in  sixth  place  by  the  pupils  of  both  sohools  on  the  basis  of  the  average 
number    of  problems  reported.    The  tabulation  of  the  data  is  summarised  ir. 
Table  9  where  it  is  seen  that  the  pupils  of  School  A  have  higher  averages 
than  the  pupils  in  School  B  and  -that  the  girls  of  School  A  lead  all 
groups.    There  are  no  essential  differences  between  the  boys  and  girls  in 
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School  B. 

Comparison  of  the  data  on  grade  levels  reveals  that  in  School  A  the 
^  girls  lead  the  boys  in  grades  seven  and  nine;  and  in  School  B  they  lead 
the  boys  in  grades  eight  and  nine.    This  indioates  that  in  both  schools

the  girls  have  higher  average  numbers  of  problems  than  the  boys  in  this 
area.    iEost  of  the  highest  averages  are  also  found  in  the  eighth  grade 
groups  of  boys  and  girls* 

Comparing  the  data  for  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  on  the  basis  of 
intelligence  levels,  the  girls  of  the  eighth  grade  in  both  schools  are 
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still  consistent  in  that  their  average  numbers  of  problems  deorease  to- 
wards the  high-intelligence  level,  whereas  the  boys  of  grade  seven  are 
not  consistent.    This  time  the  boys  in  School  A  reversed  their  usual 
trend  by  eathibiting  a  decrease  in  their  average  numbers  of  problems 
towards  the  high-intelligence  level.    Their  trend  in  School  B  is  still 
increasing  towards  the  high-intelligence  level,  although  there  is  a 
slight  dropping  off  in  going  from  the  average  to  the  highest  level.  In 
addition  to  the  above,  the  boys  and  girls  of  grade  nine  in  School  A  and 
the  girls  in  grade  seven  of  School  B  also  show  a  tendency  to  have  their 
average  numbers  of  problems  increase  towards  the  high-intelligence  level, 

Further  comparisons  on  intelligence  levels  show  a  few  substantially 
high  diiTerence3  between  sex.    In  School  A  at  the  intelligence  level  of 
111  or  above,  the  girls  lead  the  boys  to  a  marked  degree  in  both  grades 
eight  and  nine;  thoy  also  lead  the  boys  in  grade  nine  at  the  average- 
intelligence  level.    In  the  eighth  grade  of  School  B,  at  the  intelligence 
level  of  89  or  below,  the  girls  also  lead  'the  boys  (4.7  to  1.6). 

(7)  "Area  of  Self-Centered  Concerns".    Although  this  area  is  ranked 
in  third  place  (Table  3)  by  the  pupils  of  School  A,  it  is  in  reality  the 
aroa  of  prime  importance  to  the  girls  of  School  A  since  they  report  their 
greatest  average  number  of  problems  in  this  area. 

Analysis  of  the  data  shown  in  Table  10  reveals  the  fact  that  the 
girls  in  both  schools  clearly  lead  the  boys  to  a  marked  degree.  In 
School  A  the  girls  lead  with  an  average  of  3.5  to  2.5,  and  in  School  B 
the  girls  also  lead  the  boys  (2.4  to  1.9). 

On  the  basis  of  grade  levels  the  girls  in  both  schools  also  lead  the 


boys  in  every  grade  with  the  exception  of  grade  seven  in  School  B  where 
the  boys  hold  a  slight  lead  of  2.2  to  1.9.    The  highest  averages  found 
are  again  those  reported  by  the  eighth  grade  groups  of  boys  and  girls. 
Sa  this  area  the  boys  in  the  seventh  grade  of  School  B  were  also

tied  with  the  boys  of  the  eighth  grade  with  the  average  number  of 
problems  being  2.2. 

Analysis  of  the  data  again  reveals  that  the  girls  of  the  eighth 
grade  in  both  schools  are  still  consistent  in  that  their  problems 
decrease  towards  the  high-intolligenoe  level.    The  boys  of  the  seventh 
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grade  are  not  qui to  so  consistent*    In  School  B  the  trend  i3  still 
increasing  towards  the  Mghrlntelligence  level,  but  in  School  A  the 
average  numbers  of  problems  remain    fairly  constant  at  the  two  extreme 
intelligence  levels  and  drops  considerably  at  the  intelligence  level  of 
90  to  110, 

Comparison  of  sex  differences  at  any  specific  intelligence  level  re- 
veals a  number  of  high  differences,  a  few  of  which  follow:  at  the 
intelligence  level  of  89  or  below  in  grade  eight  the  girls  of  School  A 
lead  oho  boys  (3*7  to  3*3)  and  the  girls  of  School  B  also  lead  -the  boys 
(9*7  to  1*8) •    However,  too  much  reliability  should  not  be  placed  in 
these  figures  slnoe  -the  number  of  cases  involved  in  each  group  is  six  or 
less*    At  the  intelligence  level  of  111  or  above  the  girls  lead  the  boys 
in  School  A  in  both  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades.    In  the  ninth  grade  of 
School  A  at  the  intelligence  level  of  90  to  110  the  girls  lead  the  boys 
to  a  very  marked  degree  (6*2  to  1.2). 

Patterns  tending  to  appear  consistently  throughout  Tables  4  to  10 
inclusive*—  The  following  findings  are  given  simply  to  acquaint  the 
reader  with  the  fact  that  they  are  recurrent  and  not  to  serve  as  a  basis 
upon  which  to  draw  any  general  conclusions  which  will  apply  to  any  given 
school  population*    A  comparison  with  a  number  of  like  studies  on  the 
same  bases  will  be  necessary  before  accepting  them  as  general  laws* 
However,  the  implication  is  that  further  investigation  may  be  necessary 
within  eaoh  school  in  order  to  locate  any  contributing  factors*  A 
careful  analysis  of  the  data  of  Tables  4  to  10  inclusive  reveals  the 
following: 
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(1)  In  reading  the  average  numbers  of  problems  free  the  low  to  the 
high-intelligence  level  as  given  by  -the  seventh-grade  boys  of  both 
schools,  it  is  seen  that  their  averages  increase  towards  the  high- 
intelligence  level  about  71  per  cent  (10  out  of  14)  of  the  time*    On  the 
other  hand,  the  average  numbers  of  problems  given  by  the  eighth-grade 
girls  of  both  schools  show  a  reversal  of  this  pattern.    They  show  a 
decrease  towards  the  high-intelligence  level  about  86  per  cent  (12  out  of 
14)  of  the  time. 

(2)  The  total  average  number  of  problems  by  a  single  grade  is  given 
four  times  in  each  table  because  the  data  is  tabulated  by  sex  and  by 
school.    Comparison  of  the  data  on  this  basis  reveals  that  the  eighth- 
grade  pupils  have  the  highest  average  number  of  problems,  within  their 
group,  75  per  oent  (21  out  of  28)  of  the  time.    Also,  in  six  out  oi*  the 
remaining  seven  times  it  is  the  ninth-grade  girls  of  Sohool  A  who  have 
the  highest  average  number  of  problems  in  this  sex  grouping. 

(3)  Inspection  of  the  data  by  the  total  averages  in  grades  for  the 
girls'  group  in  School  A  indicates  that  their  average  numbers  of  problems 
increase  from  -the  seventh  towards  the  ninth  grade  about  86  per  cent 

(in  6  out  of  7  areas)  of  the  time.    The  exception  occurs  in  the  area  of 
"Self -Centered  Concerns"  where  the  eighth-grade  girls  have  the  highest 
average. 

(4)  To  determine  whether  any  differences  occurred  on  the  basis  of 
the  three  intelligence  levels  for  all  pupils  within  a  sohool  and  also  for 
the  two  schools  combined,  the  responses  at  a  given  intelligence  level  were 
totaled  and  the  total  was  divided  by  the  number  of  oases  within  the  group. 


In  thie  way,  the  average  number    of  problems  (carried  to  two  decimal 
places)  reported  by  the  pupils  in  each  of  the  three  intelligence  levels 
was  obtained  for  each  school  and  for  both  schools  combined.  In 
practically  every  case  the  same  pattern  occurred,  that  is,  the  average 
number    of  problems  increased  from  the  low  to  the  average-intelligence 
group  and  then  decreased  towards  the  high-intelligence  group.    In  most 
cases  (57  per  cent)  the  high-intelligence  group  had  the  smallest  average 
number  of  problems.    For  example,  in  the  area  of  "Health  and  Physical 
Development",  in  School  A  at  the  intelligence  level  of  89  or  below,  57 
problems  were  reported  by  20  pupils,  thus  giving  an  average  of  2.85 
problems  per  pupil;  at  the  intelligence  level  of  90  to  110,  57  pupils 
reported  175  problems  (average  3.07^  and  at  the  intelligence  level  of 
111  or  above,  74  pupils  reported  182  problems  (average  2.46).  This 
procedure  was  repeated  for  School  B  and  for  the  two  schools  combined  in 
each  area.    Th&s  the  above  pattern  was  found  in  8G  per  cent  (18  out  of  21) 
of  the  cases.    The  most  notable  exception  was  in  the  area  of  "School 
Work"  where  the  averages  for  School  A  and  both  schools  oombined  showed 
a  definite  gradual  decrease  towards  the  high-intelligenoe  level. 

4.  Percentage  Frequoncy  of  Problems  in  Both  Schools 
Explanatory  notes.—  In  tliis  section  an  item  analysis  will  be  made 
to  discover  the  most  prevalent  problems  within  a  given  area  cheeked  by 
boys  end  girls  of  both  schools.    The  problems  arc  grouped  by  areas  and 
ranked  according  to  the  percentage  frequency  reported  by  the  total 
number  of  pupils  of  both  schools  combined.    Consequently,  the  data  are 
summarized  in  seven  tables,  one  for  each  area.    These  will  be  taken  up 
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one  at  a  tine  in  the  order  in  which  they  appear  on  the  Problem  Check  List. 

Determining  .dgrilficant  percentage  differences*—  In  making 

comparisons  of  the  percentage  frequencies  3hown  in  the  above  tables,  it 

is  sometimes  necessary  to  know  whether  there  is  a  sigrd.fi cant  difference 

(that  is,  a  real  difference)  between  the  percentages  reported  by  any  two 

groups.    The  standard  error  of  the  difference  between  two  uncorrelated 

1/ 

percentages  is  given  by  the  formula: 

in  which  p  =  the  percentage  of  times  that  a  given  event  occurs;  q  =  1-p; 
H  «  the  number  of  cases;  and  the  subscripts  refer  to  the  two  groups 
being  compared.    The  difference  between  the  two  percentages  is  then 
divided  by  the  above  standard  error.    It  is  customary  to  take  a  D/o~j)  of 
3  as  indicative  of  a  significant  difference  (virtual  certainty). 

Consequently,  the  writer  computed  over  twenty  calculations  from  Tables 
11  and  12  involving  the  critical  ratio  (l>/crD),  in  order  to  draw  seme 
general  conclusions  to  aid  the  reader  in  determining  at  a  glance  (within 
certain  limits)  just  how  much  confidence  to  place  in  making  comparisons  of 
the  percentage  differences.    For  example,  in  comparing  -the  percentages 
(35  per  cent)  for  the  boys  and  (18  per  cent)  for  the  girls,  both  of 
School  A,  on  Item  9  ("Don't  like  to  study")  of  Table  12  which  is  to 
follow  in  later  sections,  a  o~x]p  =  5»37  was  found  which  resulted  in  a 
D/o~jj  S  3.17»    Hence  the  peroentage  difference  (17  per  cent)  in  this  case 
is  considered  real.    On  the  other  hand,  comparing  the  percentages 
(9  per  cent)  for  the  boys  and  (14  per  cent)  for  the  girls,  both  of 


School  B,  on  I  ten  116  ("Worried  about  grades")  of  Table  12,  a  D/q-jj  =  1.25 
was  obtained.    Since  this  ratio  is  less  than  three,  it  is  not  considered 
truly  significant,    nevertheless,  a  ratio  of  1.25  means  that  the  chances 
are  89  in  100  that  the  obtained  difference  is  real.    In  order  to  find 
the  chances  in  100  that  a  ?p.ven  ratio  is  real,  the  reader  is  referred  to 

V 

a  table  given  by  H.  E.  Garrett. 

From  calculations  such  as  those  determined  above,  the  writer  has 
arrived  at  the  following  general  conclusions: 

(1)  For  a  percentage  difference  near  5  per  cent,  the  chances  are 
approximately  85  in  100  that  the  difference  is  real. 

(2)  For  a  percentage  difference  near  10  per  cent,  the  chances  are 
nearly  97  in  100  that  the  difference  is  real. 

(3)  For  a  percentage  difference  of  at  least  15  per  oent  or  over, 
the  chances  are  that  the  difference  is  real. 

However,  the  reader  is  cautioned  against  accepting  the  above 
conclusions  as  accurate  in  all  cases.    They  are  simply  given  as  aids  to 
a  quick  comparison.    The  fact  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  a  5  per  cent 
difference  for  two  percentages  which  are  both  below  10  per  cent  is  more 
significant  (i.e.,  has  greater  meaning)  than  a  5  per  cent  difference  for 
two  percentages  which  are  both  in  the  vicinity  of  20  or  30  per  cent. 
Variations  due  to  the  change  in  the  number  of  cases  will  also  take  place. 
Analysis  of  the  items  checked  in  each  area  now  follow: 

Frequency  in  the  area  of  "Health  and  Physical  Development". — 
Analysis  of  the  items  checked  in  this  area  (Table  11)  reveals  the  fact 
that  in  general,  the  boys  are  more  concerned  ovor  such  problems  as:

"underweight",  "too  short  for  my  age",  "don't  get  enough  sleep",  and  "not 
growing  fast  enough".  The  girls  show  a  greater  anxiety  in  such  problems 
as:  "don't  like  some  foods  I  need",  "catch  a  good  many  colds",  "not  good 
looking",  "growing  too  fast",  "overweight",  and  "too  tall  for  my  age". 
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Thirteen  of  the  items  were  checked  by  15  per  cent  or  more  of  the  pupils 
in  the  four  groups. 

On  the  "whole,  the  pupils  of  School  A  have  mors  problems  in  this  area 
than  the  pupil a  of  School  B.    The  boys  of  School  A  clearly  lead  the  boys 
of  School  B,  and  the  girls  of  School  A  also  lead  the  girls  of  School  B. 

A  number  of  fairly  real  differences  exist  between  some  of  the  groups. 
For  example,  in  School  A  the  girls  lead  the  boys  by  a  difference  of  10 
per  cent  or  more  in:  "don»t  like  some  foods  I  need",  "overweight",  and 
"too  tall  for  my  ago".    In  School  B  the  boys  lead  the  girls  by  a  difference 
of  10  per  oent  or  more  in:  "underweight"  and  "not  growing  fast  enough"; 
and  in  turn,  the  girls  lead  the  boys  by  the  same  percentage  difference  in 
"catch  a  good  many  colds".    It  is  also  rioted  that  21  per  cent  of  the  girls 
of  School  A  are  concerned  wit!:  being  "overweight"  as  compared  to  7  per 
cent  of  the  girls  in  School  B« 

Frequency  in  the  area  of  "School  I7ork"»»«»  A  survey  of  the  itens 
checked  in  this  area  (Table  12)  shows  that  from  20  to  M  per  cent  of  the 
total  number  of  pupils  (511)  in  both  schools  arc  chiefly  concerned  with 
the  following  seven  items:  "trouble  with  arithmetic",  "afraid  of  failing 
in  school  work",  "not  smart  enough",  "afraid  of  tests",  "don't  like  to 
study",  "afraid  to  speak  up  in  olass",  and  "don,t  like  school".    On  the 
basis  of  an  item  being  checked  by  20  per  cent  or  more  of  the  pupils  in 
any  one  of  the  four  sex  groups,  the  following  four  items  should  also  be 
noted:  "so  often  feel  restless  in  classes",  "not  interested  i.i  books", 
"trouble  with  writing",  and  "studying  is  hard  for  me". 

Comparison  of  the  boys  and  girls  of  School  A  shows  that  the  boys

writing",  and  "getting  low  grades  in  school".    The  girls,  in  turn,  lead 
the  boys  by  11  per  cent  in  being  "afraid  of  tests". 

In  School  B  the  boys  also  lead  the  girls  by  a  difference  of  10  per 
cent  or  more  in:  "trouble  tvith  writing",  "studying  is  hard  for  me", 
"trouble  with  spelling",  and  don't  like  school".    On  the  other  hand,  the 
girls  load  the  boys  by  13  per  cent  or  more  in:  "afraid  of  tests",  "afraid 
of  failing  in  school  work",  and  "afraid  to  speak  up  in  class".    An  attempt 
should  be  made  to  dispell  this  apparent  fear. 

It  is  also  noted  in  comparing  schools  that,  the  boys  of  School  A 
lead  the  boys  of  School  B  in  "do^t  like  school"  by  9  per  cent,  and  in 
"don*t  like  to  study"  by  1G  per  cent.    The  girls  of  School  B  lead  the  girls 
of  Sohool  A  in  "afraid  of  tests"  by  8  per  cent,  and  in  "afraid  to  speak 
up  in  class"  by  9  per  cent. 

Frequency  in  the  area  of  "Hone  and  Family".--  The  pupils  of  both 
schools  are  not  particularly  concerned  over  many  of  the  problems  in  this 
area.    In  fact,  Table  13  reveals  that  only  the  following  six  items: 
"sisters",  "brothers",  "parents  working  too  hard",  "having  no  car  in  the 
family",  "father  not  living",  and  "death  in  the  family"  were  marked  by  9 
per  cent  or  more  of  the  pupils  in  either  school. 

Comparison  of  the  pupils  in  Sohool  A  shows  that  the  boys  lead  the 
girls  by  not  more  than  4  or  5  per  cent  only  in  the  items  involving  "father", 
"sisters",  and  "not  doing  what  I»m  told  at  home".    The  girls,  in  turn, 
lead  the  boys  by  a  difference  of  at  least  4  per  cent  only  in  the  two  items: 
"father  not  living"  and  "being  treated  like  a  small  child  at  home". 

Analysis  of  the  data  also  shows  that  in  Sohool  B  the  boys  lead  the

girls  by  6  per  cent  in  "never  having  any  fun  with  father  or  mother",  and 
also  by  4  per  oent  in  the  two  items:  "parents  don't  like  my  friends"  and 
"keeping  secrets  from  my  parents".    On  the  other  hand,  the  girls  lead  the 
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boys  "by  a  difference  of  8  per  oent  in  "sisters",  and  "fay  4  per  oent  in 
"want  things  ay  parents  won't  give  me". 

Wo  percentage  differences  are  shown  by  the  pupils  in  School  A  for 
the  following  six  items:  "keeping  seorets  from  my  parents",  "family 
quarrels",  "never  having  any  fun  with  father  or  mother",  "parents  don't 
understand  me",  "mother  not  living",  and  "wanting  to  run  away  from  home". 
In  School  B  no  percentage  differences  ai*e  shown  for  the  following  five 
items:  "death  in  the  family",  "parents  separated  or  divorced",  "father", 
"not  living  with  my  parents",  and  "parents  don't  trust  me"* 

Frequency  in  the  area  of  "Miscellaneous  Problems"* —  As  previously 
mentioned,  the  problems  in  this  area  are  mainly  related  to  money,  work, 
the  future,  educational  and  vocational  plane,  religion,  and  opportunity 
for  recreation. 

A  survey  of  the  data  (Table  14)  reveals  the  fact  that  sixteen 
different  items  were  marked  by  10  per  cent  or  more  of  the  pupils  in  3ome 
group  of  either  school*    Five  of  these  items  are  concerned  with  money, 
and  three  of  them  indicate  a  need  for  guidance*    The  itons  relating  to 
money  are:  "wanting  to  earn  some  of  my  own  money"  (32  per  oent  of  the  511 
pupils  marked  this  item),  "spending  money  foolishly",  "having  no  regular 
allowance",  "having  to  ask  parents  for  money",  and  "having  less  money 
than  my  friends" •    The  items  indicating  need  for  guidance  are:  "can't 
decide  what  to  take  in  high  school",  "not  knowing  the  occupation  I  want 
to  enter",  and  "want  advice  on  what  to  do  after  high  school"* 

Analysis  of  the  data  also  shows  that  in  School  A  the  boys  load  the 
girls  by  at  least  7  per  cent  in:  "wanting  to  earn  some  of  ry  own  money".

"not  knowing  how  to  buy  things  v/isely",  and  "having  less  money  than  ny 
friends".    The  girls  lead  the  boys  by  G  per  cent  or  more  in  the  items: 
"wondering  what  I'll  be  like  ten  years  from,  now",  "not  knowir.g  the 
occupation  I  wont  to  enter" *  and  "can't  decide  what  to  take  in  high  school 

Comparisons  Is  School  B  also  indicate  that  the  girls  lead  the  boys 
by  7  per  cent  in  "not  knowing  the  occupation  I  want  tc  enter",  whereas 
the  boys  lead  the  girls  by  7  per  cent  in  "not  enough  tine  for  play  and  fun 
and  by  G  per  cent  in  "can't  decide  what  to  take  in  high  school". 

Comparison  of  the  boys  of  School  A  v/ith  those  of  School  B  shows  the 
boys  of  School  A  leading  by  10  per  cent  or  no re  in  the  itens:  "wanting  to 
earn  some  of  ny  own  money",  "wondering  if  I'll  be  t  success  ir  life",  and 
"having  to  ask  parents  for  money". 

The  girls  of  Sohool  A  load  those  of  School  I  by  11  per  cent  in  the 
tivo  itens:  "wondering  if  I'll  be  a  suoces3  in  life"  and  "spending  noney 
foolishly". 

In  general,  the  pupils  of  School  A  have  norc  problems  in  this  area 
than  the  pupils  of  School  B.    It  should  also  be  noted  that  nearly  10  per 
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ce:::'z  of  the  girls  in  both  schools  were  concerned  about  wanting  to  buy 
their  own  clothes* 

Frequency  in  the  a  rem  of  "Boy  and  Girl  Ice  lot  ions".—  .Analysis  of  the 
data  in  this  area  (Table  15)  clearly  shows  that  from  15  to  23  per  cent  of 
the  pupils  in  at  least  one  of  the  four  groups  of  both  schools  narked  the 
following  nine  items:  "learning  how  to  dance",  "keeping  myself  neat  and 
looking  nice",  "too  little  chance  to  r;o  to  parties",  "v:ondcring  if  I»ll 
ever  get  married",  ''boy  friend",  "girl  friend!i,  "not  knowing  how  to  make 
a  date",  "not  allowed  to  have  dates",  and  "not  allowed  to  go  out  at 
night". 

Comparison  of  some  of  the  pcrcontage  frequencies  reported  by  the 
pupils  ii.  a  school  and  from  sciiool  to  school  indicates  that  at  least  six 
real  differences  exist  (i.e.,  six  computations  revealed  a  critical  ratio 
which  was  greater  than  three).    These  real  differences  were  found  as 
follows  with  the  percentage  difference  shown  for  each  item:  in  School  B 
the  boys  lead  the  girls  in  "girl  friend"  (11  per  cent),  and  in  "girls 
don't  seen  to  like  ne"  (13  per  cent);  in  School  B  the  girls  load  the  boys 
in  "not  allowed  to  have  dates :;  (14  per  cent);  and  the  girls  of  School  A 
load  the  girls  of  School  B  in  the  three  iter.s:  ""wondering  if  I'll  ever  get 
married"  (20  per  cent),  "not  allowed  to  go  out  at  night"  (14  per  cent), 
and  in  "boy  friend"  (14  per  cent). 

Two  other  fairly  significant  differences  (i.e.,  where  the  chances 
are  at  least  90  in  100  that  the  difference  is  real)  not  included  by  the 
above  six  which  are  worth  mentioning  are  that  in  School  A  the  girls  lead 
the  boys  in  "keeping  myself  neat  and  looking  nice''  (10  per  cent);  and

that  the  boys  of  School  A  lead  the  boys  of  School  B  in  "learning  how  to 
dance"  (13  per  cent). 
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In  general,  the  pupils  of  School  A  tend  to  have  more  problems  in  this 
area  than  the  pupils  of  School  B. 

Frognanoy  in  the  urea  of  "Relations  -bo  People  in  General", —  A  survey 
of  the  problems  in  this  area  (Table  16)  shears  that  20  per  cent  of  the 
boys  of  School  A  marked  "disliking  certain  people",  and  23  per  cent  of 
the  girls  in  tliis  school  jnarked  "feelings  too  easily  hurt";  -whereas,  in 
School  B  23  per  cent  of  the  boys  iaarked  being  "bashful",  and  19  per  oent 
of  the  girls  iaarked  "being  teased".    In  fact,  only  the  following  seven 
problems  were  reported  by  15  to  23  per  oent  of  the  pupils  in  any  group: 
"disliking  certain  people",  "feelings  too  easily  hurt",  "being  stubborn", 
"losing  my  temper",  "bashful",  "being  teased",  and  "wishing  people  liked 
me  better". 

The  boys  of  both  schools  are  consistent  in  that  they  lead  the  girls 
by  nearly  10  per  oent  in  getting  into  fights*    The  girla  of  School  A 
lead  the  boys  by  an  average  of  10  per  cent  in  the  following  three  items: 
"feelings  too  easily  hurt",  "feeling  nobody  likes  me",  and  "being 
stubborn".    On  the  other  hand,  the  girls  of  School  B  lead  the  boys  by  at 
least  9  per  oent  in  "being  teased",  "feelings  too  easily  hurt",  and 
"losing  my  temper". 

Comparison  of  the  data  for  the  boys  of  both  schools  does  not  reveal 
any  truly  significant  differences,  but  the  girls  of  School  A  lead  the 
girls  of  Sohool  B  to  a  fairly  significant  degree  in  at  least  the  three 
items:  "feelings  too  easily  hurt",  "being  stubborn",  and  "feeling  nobody 
likes  me". 

A  sumnary  of  the  data  indioates  that  the  girls  lack  self-control,

The  greatest 
number  of  problems  in  this  area  were  also  reported  by  the  girls  of  School 
A. 

Frequency  in  the  area  of  "Self -Centered  Conoerns".--  Analysis  of  the 
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data  (Table  17)  shows  that  the  girls  of  School  A  are  greatly  concerned 
with  the  problems  in  this  area.    They  definitely  lead  all  other  groups. 
Ten  items  v/ere  narked  by  15  per  cent  or  more  of  the  pupils  in  any  group, 
.line  of  iftese  -were  reported  by  the  girls  of  School  A  and  four  of  these 
were  also  marked  by  the  boys.    In  School  B  the  boys  narked  only  one  of 
the  above  items,  "whereas  the  girls  narked  three.    The  ten  items  were 
"afraid  of  making  mistakes  all  the  time",  "being  nervous",  "trying  to 
stop  a  bad  habit",  "taking  things  too  seriously",  "day  dreaming", 
"forgetting  things",  "worrying",  "getting  too  excited",  "sometimes 
wishing  I,d  never  been  born",  and  "wondering  what  becomes  of  people  when 
they  die". 

There  appear  to  be  a  large  number  of  problems  where  the  percentage 
differences  are  nearly  significant.    A  few  differences  are  real,  but  most 
of  then  are  of  such  value  that  the  ohances  are  98  or  more  in  100  that  the 
differences  are  real.    These  differences  will  be  pointed  out  in  the 
following  paragraphs  with  the  percentage  difference  for  the  leading  group 
given  for  each  item. 

In  School  A  the  boys  lead  the  girls  by  8  per  cent  in  "being  lazy", 
whereas  the  girls  lead  the  boys  in  the  following  five  items :  "afraid  of 
making  mistakes  all  the  time"  (14  per  cent),  "taking  things  too  seriously" 
(11  per  cent),  "day  dreaaing"(ll  per  cent),  "having  bad  dreams"  (11  per 
oent),  and  "afraid  of  the  dark"  (13  per  cent). 

In  School  B  the  boys  lead  the  girls  by  8  per  oent  in  "always  getting 
into  trouble",  whereas  the  girls  lead  the  boys  in  "being  nervous"  (19 
per  cent),  "afraid  of  making  mistakes  all  the  time"  (13  per  oent),  and

"being  lazy",    Comparison  of  the  girls  of  both  schools  shows  that  the 
girls  of  School  A  lead  in  the  four  items:  "trying  to  stop  a  bad  habit" 
(8  per  cent),  "taking  things  too  seriously"  (10  per  cent),  "sometimes 
■wishing  I'd  never  been  born"  (10  per  cent),  and  "having  bad  dreams" 
(11  per  cent). 

The  above  probteas  reveal  the  need  of  much  help  in  the  field  of 
mental  hygiene,  with  the  emphasis  to  be  given  to  the  girls» 

6.  Some  Comparisons  Tfith  Another  Study 
1'xplanatory  notes.—  In  the  spring  of  1940  a  survey  of  pupils* 
problems  by  means  of  a  check  list  was  conducted  in  the  Lakewood  Junior 
High  School  of  Lakewood,  Ohio  and  also  in  the  Shaker  Heights  Junior  High 
Sohool  of  Cleveland,  Ohio.    The  data  obtained  from  this  survey  involving 
G84  students  were  compiled  later  by  Ross  L.  Mooney  (see  page  5). 
Mimeographed  sheets  of  the  item  analysis  data,  shown  in  tabular  form, 
obtained  from  the  above  study  v/ere  sent  to  the  writer  by  H.  L.  Hooney. 

The  check  list  used  in  the  present  study  is  apparently  a  refinement 
of  lir.  Mooneye  used  above.    Although  it  contained  225  items,  which  were 
grouped  into  nine  areas,  the  majority  are  the  some  as  those  used  in  the 
present  check  list  with  some  of  them  reworded. 

Comparisons  of  the  average  numbers  of  problems  checked  per  pupil  on 
the  entire  check  list  by  grade,  sex,  and  total;  and  also  of  the  percentage 
frequencies  obtained  for  the  most  prevalent  problems  in  each  area  will  be 


nude  ■wherever  possible.  For  the  purposes  of  conparisoii  with  the  results 
of  the  present  study,  the  above  survey  will  be  referred  to  as  Study  C. 

Average  number  of  problems  compared  by  grade.--  Tlie  conparisoii  of 
the  average  number  of  problems  per  pupil  on  the  basis  of  grades  can  be 
made  from  Table  10.

It  v?ill  be  noted  that  the  results  of  Study  C  increase  gradually 
towards  the  ninth  grade,  the  results  of  School  A  closely  approximates 
this  trend,  but  in  School  B  there  Is  a  sharp  drop  at  the  ninth-grade 
level.    The  results  for  the  eighth  grade  are  very  similar  but  the  results 
for  both  the  seventh  and  ninth  grades  ore  lower  than  those  of  Study  C. 

Average  number  of  problems  compared  by  sex  and  totals. —  The 
comparison  of  the  average  number  of  problems  per  pupil  on  the  basis  of 
sex  and  totals  con  be  made  from  Table  19. 

The  results  of  both  sohools  oombined  show  the  some  sex  trend  as 
those  of  study  C,  that  is,  with  the  boys  leading  the  girls  by  a  slight 
degree.    The  results  for  School  A  follow  very  closely  those  of  Study  C, 
but  the  results  for  School  B  show  a  decided  drop  in  the  average  number  of 
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problems  per  pupil.

Comparison  of  the  porcoiTbuge  frequencies  for  some  of  -'die  more 
important  problems.—  The  problems  in  each  area  which  received  the  higher 
percentage  frequencies  on  the  basis  of  the  totals  for  both  schools 
combined  will  be  considered  the  most  important  for  the  purposes  of  this 
comparison.    Arbitrarily,  the  first  five  most  important  problems  in  each 
area  will  be  oompared.    However,  if  a  comparable  item  in  Stud?/  C  is  not 
available,  the  item  will  not  be  replaced  by  another.    In  making  the 
comparisons  with  the  items  of  Study  C  it  was  noted  that  a  number  of  then 
were  somewhat  reworded.    However,  if  the  meaning  of  the  item  was  still 
basicly  the  same,  the  comparison  was  made.    For  convenience,  the  items 
are  grouped  according  to  their  area  in  the  present  oheck  list.  The 
comparison  of  tho  percentage  frequencies  can  be  made  from  Table  20. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  fact  shown  by  the  comparison  of  the 
problems  in  Table  20  is  the  high  degree  of  similarity  existing  between 
them  in  every  area  except  in  tho  area  of  "Health  and  Physical  Development". 
This  tends  to  indicate  that  in  general  the  problems  of  youth  are  essentl-

The  consistently  high  differences  ooourring  In  the  area  of  "Health 


and  Physical  Development M  may  aeon  that  the  climate  in  Ohio  is  more 
conducive  to  good  health  than  the  climate  in  Massachusetts  or  that  Ohio 
has  a  better  health  and  physical  educational  program. 

The  few  cases  where  a  fairly  high  percentage  difference  occurs  will 
be  oomiaented  on.    The  pupils  of  the  present  study  lead  those  of  Study  C 
by  34  to  12  per  cent  in  "trouble  with  arithmetic".    This  may  bo  due  to  a 
different  wording  since  in  Study  C  the  closest  item  to  this  was  "slow  in 
numbers".    Hence  the  reaction  to  the  item  was  probably  different.  However, 
this  does  not  explain  the  reason  why  the  pupils  of  this  study  still  lead 
the  pupils  of  Study  C  by  23  to  11  per  cent  in  the  item  "not  smart 
enough". 

The  next  difference  worthy  of  casaent  occurs  in  the  problem  "wanting 
to  earn  some  of  my  own  money".     Here  the  pupils  of  the  present  study 
again  lead  the  pupils  of  Study  C  by  32  to  18  per  cent.    More  facts  are 
needed  before  a  plausible  reason  can  be  advanced  for  this  difference. 
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CHAPTER  III 

ITEM  ANALYSIS  BASED  C*J  SEX,  GRADE,  AHD  IIITELLIGKKCE  LEVEL. 

1.  Scope  of  the  Chapter 

Relation  to  the  preceding  chapter.--  The  detailed  comparison! 
reported  in  the  preceding  chapter  dealt  mainly  "with  the  average  number 
of  problems  checked  in  the  seven  areas  of  human  concern  by  the  pupils  of 
both  schools*    These  comparisons  were  made  on  the  basis  of  sex,  grade, 
and  intelligence  levels.    The  percentage  frequencies  of  the  actual 
problems  in  each  area  were  also  compared  but  only  as  reported  by  the 
total  number  of  pupils  classified  by  sez  in  eaoh  school. 

In  the  present  chapter  the  analysis  will  be  made  ohiefly  with  the 
intent  to  determine  the  most  prevalent  problems  by  sox  at  the  three 
intelligence  levels  within  a  given  grade.    The  aim  is  also  to  point  out 
significant  sex  and  grade  differences  wherever  noted. 

The  organization  of  the  present  chapter.—  A  statement  of  the 
arrangement  of  the  contents  of  this  chapter  may  facilitate  interpretation 
of  the  data  offered.    Section  2  of  the  chapter  gives  on  account  of  the 
percentage  frequencies  for  the  problems  reported  by  the  boys  of  grados  7, 
8,  and  9  of  Sohool  A,  whereas  section  3  deals  in  like  manner  with  the 
problems  reported  by  the  girls. 

The  above  cycle  is  similarly  repeated  in  section  4  for  the  boys 
and  girls  of  Sohool  B. 
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Section  5  gives  an  account  of  the  percentage  frequencies  of  sone  of 
the  most  important  problems  marked  in  the  entire  Problem  Check  List  by- 
boys  and  girls  of  the  three  intelligence  levels  based  on  the  totals  from 
all  grades  of  both  sohools  combined*    The  average  number  of  problems 
checked  in  the  entire  Problem  Check  List  by  boys  and  girls  of  different 
levels  of  academic  aptitude  in  grades  7,  8,  and  9  of  Schools  A  and  B  is 
also  discussed. 

Due  to  mechanical  difficulties  in  tabulating  the  data  it  was 
necessary  to  prepare  84  tables,  because  seven  tables  are  needed,  one  for 
each  area,  to  tabulate  the  problems  of  a  given  sex  group  for  one  grade. 
Consequently,  the  analysis  of  the  data  is  made  by  considering  the  tables 
in  groups  of  seven  for  School  A  and  in  groups  of  14  for  School  B. 

The  three  intelligence  levels  of  89  or  below,  90  to  110,  and  111  or 
above  are  referred  to  as  the  low,  the  average,  and  the  high-intelligence 
levels  respectively  in  order  to  facilitate  comparisons. 

2.  Percentage  Frequencies  Reported  by  Boys  of  School  A. 
The  problems  of  the  seventh-grade  boys.—  In  analyzing  the  data 
(Tables  21  to  27  inclusive)  for  the  boys  of  the  seventh  grado  in  Sohool  A 
it  is  well  to  keep  in  mind  that  the  boys  are  distributed  as  follows:  23 
in  the  unclassified  group,  20  in  the  ldgh-intelligence  group,  7  in  the 
average-intelligence  group,  and  one  in  the  low-intelligence  group. 
Therefore,  the  percentage  froquoncies  for  the  low-intelligenoe  level  are 
disregarded  except  to  note  that  the  boy  in  this  group  marked  17  problems 
on  the  entire  check  list  and  that  seven  of  them  are  in  the  area  of 
"School  Work".    Apparently  he  needs  more  help  in  this  area  than  in 
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Table  21.    Percentage  Frequency  of  Items  Chocked  in  the  Area  of  Health 
and  Physical  Development  by  Boys  of  Different  Levels  of 
Academic  Aptitude  in  Grade  7  of  School  A# 
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any  other. 

Because  of  the  srmll  nunbcr  of  cases  in  the  avorage-intelli^enoe 
Group  no  real  differences  were  noted  in  any  area  when  comparing  this 
group  with  another.    A  difference  of  about  30  per  cent  is  needed  so  that

differences  are  real*    However,  one  real  difference  was  found  in  the  area 
of  "School  Wort"  for  the  item  "don't  like  school"  (Table  22).    Here  the 
unclassified  group  leads  the  high-intelligence  group  48  to  10  per  cent. 

Sone  of  the  more  important  problems  found  in  each  area  are  mentioned 
in  the  following  paragraphs: 

(1)  Eleven  different  problems  in  the  area  of  "Health  and  Physical 
Development"  (Table  21)  were  marked  by  20  per  cent  or  more  of  the  boys  in 
one  or  another  of  the  four  groups*    The  boys  of  the  average-intelligenoe 
group  are  more  c  once  mod  with  the  items:  "have  trouble  with  my  teeth", 
"trouble  with  my  eyes",  and  "don't  like  sone  foods  I  need".    The  boys  of 
the  high-intelligenoe  group  are  more  concerned  with:  "don't  like  some 
foods  I  need",  "eatch  a  good  many  oolds",  "not  as  strong  and  healthy  as 
I  should  be",  "overweight",  and  "not  good  looking".    The  unclassified 
group  are  more  concerned  with:  "too  short  for  my  age",  "underweight", 
"often  have  headaches ",  and  "not  growing  fast  enough".    The  two  items: 
"have  a  poor  posture"  and  "need  better  shoes"  were  not  marked  by  any 
pupil.

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grades  in  school",  "not  interested  in  books",  "can't  read  very  well", 
and  "trouble  with  writing".    Analysis  of  these  items  indicates  that  a 
number  of  these  boys  are  apparently  retarded  pupils.    Hence,  they  should 
be  given  some  individual  attention*  possibly  in  a  special  class* 

The  boys  of  the  average-intelligence  group  oheoked  five  of  the 
above  items  with  their  greatest  concern  being  "trouble  with  arithmetic" 
(57  per  cent).    Six  of  the  above  eleven  items  were  also  checked  by  the 
boys  of  the  high-intelligence  group.    However,  they  are  mostly  conoerned 
with  the  following  four  items;  "trouble  with  arithmetic"  (50  por  cent), 
"afraid  of  failing  in  school  work"  (50  per  cent),  "not  smart  enough"  (40 
per  cent),  and  "don't  like  to  study"  (40  per  cent). 

Apparently  all  boys  have  considerable  trouble  in  the  area  of 
"School  v;ork"  with  the  boys  of  the  unclassified  group  needing  the 
greatest  attention. 

The  following  three  items  were  not  oheoked  by  any  of  the  seventh- 
grade  boys:  "teachers  not  friendly  to  students",  "am  missing  so  many  days 
of  school",  and  "have  a  poor  place  to  study  at  home". 

(3)  Very  few  problems  were  checked  in  the  area  of  "Home  and  Family" 
(Table  23).    There  are  no  real  differences  and  only  three  items  were 
marked  by  20  per  cent  or  more  of  the  boys  in  any  of  the  four  groups. 
These  items  all  of  which  were  marked  by  the  high-intelligence  group  are: 
"sisters"  (25  per  oent),  "mother"  (20  per  cent),  and  "father"  (20  per 
cent).    Although  the  greatest  concern  of  the  high-intelligence  group  is 
with  the  problem  "sisters",  it  is  seen  that  the  greatest  concern  of  the 
unclassified  group  is  with  the  problem  "brothers"  (17  per  oent). 
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Analysis  of  the  data  of  Table  23  also  shows  that  the  last  five 
items  in  the  table  were  not  marked  by  any  of  the  soventh-grade  boys  of 

School  A* 

(4)  Analysis  of  the  data  in  the  area  of  "llisccllaneous  Problems" 
(Table  24)  shows  no  real  iliiTcrences.    However,  comparison  of  a  few 
items  where  there  is  a  difference  of  24  per  cent  or  more  shows  that  the 
chances  are  30  or  more  in  100  that  the  difference  is  real. 

Only  five  problems  in  thi3  area  were  marked  by  22  per  cent  or  more 
of  the  boys  in  any  of  the  four  groups*    These  problems  are:  "wondering  if 
I'll  be  a  success  in  life",  ^/anting  to  earn  so*.ie  of      own  money", 
"wondering  what  I'll  be  like  ten  years  from  now",  "having  to  ask  parents 
for  money",  and  "having  less  money  than  my  friends" •    These  problems 
indicate  that  seventh-grade  boys  are  greatly  concerned  with  money  and  the 
future. 

The  boys  of  the  average-intelligence  group  are  deeply  concerned  with 
each  of  the  above  five  i teats,  but  their  two  greatest  problems  are: 
'wondering  if  I'll  be  a  success  in  life"  (57  per  cent),  and  "wanting  to 
earn  some  of  my  own  money"  (43  per  cent).    Forty  per  cont  of  the  boys  of 
the  high-intelligence  group  also  marked  these  two  problems.    The  boys  of 
the  unclassified  group  are  also  concerned  with  the  above  five  problems, 
but  their  greatest  oonccm  is  with  "wanting  to  earn  some  of  my  own  money" 
(52  per  cent).    This  problem  is  obviously  of  real  importance  to  the  boys 
in  this  group. 

The  last  four  problems  of  Table  24  were  not  marked  by  any  seventh- 
Ijrade  boy  in  School  A» 


(5)  Analysis  of  tiH*  data  In  the  area  of  "Boy  and  Oirl  Relations" 
(Table  25)  shows  that  the  boys  in  the  high-intelligence  group  have  mors 
problems  in  this  area  than  the  boys  of  the  remaining  groups  and  that 
there  are  no  real  differences. 

Six  problems  in  this  area  were  each  narked  by  29  per  cent  of  the 
boys  in  the  average-intelligence  group;  although  not  the  sane  problems, 
six  problems  were  also  narked  by  20  per  cent  or  more  of  the  boys  in  the 
high-intelligence  group;  and  three  problems  were  each  marked  by  22  per 
cent  of  the  boys  in  the  unclassified  group. 

The  most  important  problems,  that  is,  those  marked  by  20  per  cent 
or  more  of  the  boys  in  any  of  the  four  groups  are  the  following  eight: 
"wondering  if  I'll  ever  get  married",  "girls  don^t  seem  to  like  ne", 
"not  allowed  to  use  the  family  car",  "girl  friend",  "not  knowing  how  to 
make  a  date",  "learning  how  to  dance",  "not  allowed  to  go  out  at  night", 
and  "don*t  like  the  girls".    In  spite  of  the  last  item,  these  problems 
clearly  indicate  that  these  boys  are  deeply  interested  in  the  opposite 
sex, 

(6)  Analysis  of  the  data  (Table  26)  shows  that  there  are  not  many 
serious  problems  in  the  area  of  "Relations  to  People  in  General"  and  that 
the  percentage  frequencies  are  relatively  low.    The  last  nine  problems 

in  Table  26  were  not  marked,  and  only  five  problems  were  marked  by  20 
per  cent  or  more  of  the  boys  in  any  group.    Those  five  problems  arei 
"bashful",  "disliking  certain  people",  "wishing  people  liked  me  better", 
"feelings  too  easily  hurt",  and  "getting  into  fights". 

The  first  four  of  these  problems  were  marked  by  29  per  cent  (two 
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pupils)  of  the  boys  in  the  average-intelligence  group;  the  greatest 
problem  of  the  boys  in  the  high-intelligence  group  is  "disliking  certain 
people"  (20  per  cent),  and  "getting  into  fights"  (22  per  cent)  is  the 
greatest  problem  of  the  boys  in  the  unclassified  group. 

(7)  Analysis  of  the  data  (Table  27)  shows  that  there  are  no  real 
differences  between  the  percentage  frequencies  shown  for  the  problems  in 
the  area  of  "Self- Centered  Concerns",    However,  there  are  a  few  items 
where  the  magnitude  of  the  percentage  differences  makes  them  nearly  real* 

Disregarding  the  low-intelligenoe  group  where  the  lone  boy  in  the 
group  marked  three  problems,  it  is  seen  that  the  greatest  number  of 
problems  were  marked  by  the  boys  in  the  high-intelligence  group,  whereas 
the  boys  of  the  average-intelligence  group  marked  the  lowest  number  of 
problems* 

The  problem  of  greatest  concern  to  the  boys  of  the  average- 
intelligence  group  is  "being  lazy"  (43  per  cent);  for  the  high- 
intelligence  group  it  is  "trying  to  stop  a  bod  habit"  (45  per  cent);  and 
30  per  cent  of  the  boys  of  the  unclassified  group  also  marked  this  latter 
problem* 

The  problems  in  this  area  which  were  marked  by  17  to  45  per  oent  of 
the  boys  in  one  or  another  of  the  four  groups  were:  "trying  to  stop  a  bad 
habit",  "being  lazy",  "being  oareless",  "being  nervous",  "afraid  of 
making  mistakes  all  the  time",  "wondering  what  become a  of  people  when 
they  die",  and  "fail  in  so  many  things  I  try  to  do".    These  problems  in- 
dicate that  the  high-intelligence  group  contains  a  number  of  boys  who 
are  highly  sensitive* 
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Summarising  the  findings  Ofi  the  entire  Problem  Check  List  for  the 
seventh -grade  boys  of  School  A,  one  finds  that  the  boys  in  the  high- 
intelligence  group  marked  more  problems  (average  of  18.7  problems  per 
pupil,  see  Table  105)  than  any  other  group  with  their  greatest  emphasis 
placed  in  the  area  of  "School  Work"  and  their  lowest  emphasis  in  the  area 
of  "Relatione  to  People  in  General".    Hext,  the  unclassified  group 
marked  an  average  of  16.3  problems  per  pupil  with  their  greatest  emphasis 
in  the  area  of  "School  Work"  and  their  lowest  emphasis  in  the  area  of 
"Home  and  Family".    In  fact,  the  unclassified  group  led  all  groups  to  a 
significant  degree  in  the  area  of  "School  Work".    The  average-intelligence 
group  has  the  lowest  number  of  problems  (average  of  15.4  problems  per 
pupil)  with  their  greatest  emphasis  also  in  the  area  of  "School  Work" 
and  their  lowest  emphasis  in  the  area  of  "Home  and  Family".    The  low- 
intelligence  group  was  disregarded  (only  one  pupil  in  the  group)  in  the 
above  summary  and  the  percentage  frequencies  for  specific  items  have  not 
been  repeated  because  these  have  been  fully  discussed  in  the  preceding 
paragraphs. 

The  problems  of  the  eighth-grade  boys.—  The  boys  in  School  A  in 
the  eighth  grade  are  distributed  as  follows:  6  in  the  low-intelligence 
group,  9  in  the  cverage-intelligenoe  group,  12  in  the  high-intelligence 
group,  and  12  in  the  unclassified  group. 

Analysis  of  the  data  (Tables  28  to  34  inclusive)  shows  no  real 
differences.    A  number  of  calculations  disolosed,  in  oomparing  the 
percentage  frequencies  for  the  low-ir.telligenoe  group  with  that  of  any 
other  group,  that  a  difference  of  about  35  per  oent  was  required  so  that

Development"  (Table  28)  shows  that  the  average-intelligence  group  marked 
more  problems  per  pupil  than  those  of  any  other  group.    Seven  problems  in 
this  area  were  marked  by  33  per  cent  or  more  of  the  boys  in  one  or 
another  of  the  four  groups.    These  problems  are;  "don»t  get  enough  sleep", 
"underweight",  "too  short  for  ay  age",  "not  getting  enough  exercise", 
"don»t  like  some  foods  I  need",  "afraid  I  may  need  an  operation",  and 
"often  get  sick".    The  first  four  of  these  were  each  marked  by  33  per 
cent  of  the  boys  in  the  low-  intelligence  group;  the  first  two  were 
marked  by  56  per  cent  of  the  boys  in  the  average-intelligence  group;  the 
item  "too  short  for  my  age"  was  marked  by  33  per  cent  of  the  boys  in  the 
high-intelligence  group;  and  the  last  it  on  "often  get  siok"  was  marked  by

those  of  any  other  group.    In  fact,  nearly  every  group  marked  their 
greatest  number  of  problems  of  the  entire  check  li»t  in  this  area. 
Although  half  of  the  problems  in  this  area  were  narked  by  25  per  cent  or 
no  re  of  the  boys  in  one  or  another  of  the  four  groups,  the  following 
eight  problems  were  reported  by  40  per  cent  or  more  of  the  boys:  "don*t 
like  school",  "trouble  with  arithmetio",  "not  interested  in  books", 
"donH  liko  to  study",  '"worried  about  grades",  "afraid  to  speak  up  in 
olasa",  "trouble  with  writing",  and  "getting  low  grades  in  school"* 

Fifty  per  cent  of  the  boys  in  the  low-intelligence  group  are 
chiefly  ooncerned  about  the  following  three  items:  "don*t  liko  school", 
"not  interested  in  books",  and  "donH  like  to  study";  the  pupils  of  the 
averago-intelligenoe  group  are  chiefly  concerned  about  throe  different 
items;  ''trouble  with  arithmetic"  (56  per  cent)j  "worried  about  grades" 
(44  per  cent),  and  "afraid  to  speak  up  in  class"  (44  per  cent);  the 
greatest  concern  of  the  high-inteliigenoe  group  is  "trouble  with  writing" 
(42  per  oent);  finally,  the  unclassified  group  is  principally  concerned 
with  these  three  itaeas:  "don't  like  school"  (58  per  cent),  "trouble  with 
arithmetic",  and  "getting  low  grades  in  school". 

A  survey  of  the  above  problems  clearly  indicates  that  school  work 
is  not  considered  very  interesting  to  a  large  number  of  these  boys* 

(S)  Only  tiro  problems  in  the  area  of  "Home  and  family"  (Table  30) 
were  reported  by  25  to  33  per  cent  of  the  boys  in  the  eighth  grade  of 
School  a.    The  boys  of  the  avorago-intollifeenoe  group  are  concerned  with 
"sisters"  (33  per  cent),  and  25  per  oent  of  the  boys  of  the  unclassified 
group  aro  equally  concerned  with  "sisters"  and  "sickness  at  home". 
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(4)  Table  31  shows  that  in  the  area  of  "Miscellaneous  Problems"  the 
following  nine  problems  were  narked  by  33  to  67  per  cent  of  the  boys  in 
one  or  another  of  the  four  groups:  "wondering  if  I'll  be  e.  success  in 
life",  "wanting  to  earn  some  of  my  own  money",  "having  to  ask  parents  for 
money" ,  "spending  money  foolishly",  : 'needing  to  know  more  about  occupa- 
tions", "wondering  what  I'll  be  like  ten  years  from  now",  "too  little 
ohanoe  to  do  what  I  want  to  do",  "wanting  God  to  answer  my  prayers",  and 
"want  advice  on  what  to  do  after  high  school". 

The  boys  of  the  low-intelligence  group  are  chiefly  concerned  with 
"wondering  if  I'll  be  a  success  in  life"  (67  per  cent),  and  58  per  cent 
of  the  boys  in  the  unclassified  group  are  chiefly  concerned  with  "wanting 
to  earn  some  of  my  own  money".    This  latter  problem  is  also  the  greatest 
problem  (44  per  cent)  of  the  boys  in  the  average-intelligence  group.  In 
fact,  the  largest  number  of  problems  per  pupil  marked  in  this  area  was 
reported  by  the  boys  of  the  average-intelligence  group. 

(5)  Analysis  of  the  data  in  the  area  of  "Boy  and  Girl  Relations" 
(Table  31)  shows  that  the  following  nine  problems  were  marked  by  25  to 
44  per  cent  of  the  boys  in  one  or  anothor  of  the  four  groups:  "learning 
how  to  danoe",  "not  knowing  how  to  make  a  date",  "wondering  if  I'll  over 
get  married",  "wanting  to  know  more  about  girls",  "keeping  myself  neat 
and  looking  nice",  "not  knowing  what  to  do  on  a  date",  "going  steady", 
"girl  friend",  and  "deciding  whether  I'm  in  love".    The  first  four  of 
these  problems  were  each  markod  by  33  per  cent  of  the  boys  in  the  low- 
intelligenoe  groupj  six  of  the  above  problems  were  reported  by  33  per  cent 
or  more  of  the  boys  in  the  average-intelligonoe  group  with  their  greatest 


concern  (44  per  cent)  being  "keeping  myself  neat  and  looking  nioe";  and 
53  per  cent  of  the  boys  in  the  unolaasiflod  group  were  chiefly  concerned 
with  "learning  how  to  dance". 

Again,  the  average-intelligence  group  narked  more  problems  per  pupil 
in  this  area  than  the  boys  of  any  other  group* 

(6)  Analysis  of  the  data  in  the  area  of  "Relations  to  People  in 
General"  (Table  35)  shows  that  the  greatest  oonoem  (50  per  cent)  of  the 
boys  of  the  low-intelligence  group  is  "getting  into  arguments"}  that  33 
per  cent  of  the  boys  of  the  average-intelligence  group  marked  the  five 
items:  "bashful",  "losing  ny  temper",  "disliking  certain  people", 
"feelings  too  easily  hurt",  and  "being  teased";  and  finally,  that  25  per 
cent  of  the  boys  of  the  unclassified  group  marked  the  problem  "never 
chosen  as  a  leader".    Those  seven  problems  are  the  :uost  important 
problems  marked  in  this  area. 

Again,  the  average-intelligence  group  led  all  other  groups  in  this 

area* 

(7)  Analysis  of  the  problems  in  the  area  of  "Self-Centered  Conoerns" 
(Table  34)  shows  that  nine  problems  were  marked  by  25  per  cent  or  more 
of  the  boys  in  any  of  the  four  groups;  that  the  average-intelligenoe 
group  led  all  other  groups;  and  that  the  high-intelligence  group  had  the 
lowest  average  number  of  problems  per  pupil  in  this  area*    The  nine 
problems  are:  "trying  to  stop  a  bad  habit",  "worrying",  "sometimes 
wishing  I'd  never  been  born",  "talcing  tilings  too  seriously",  "afraid  of 
making  mistakes  all  the  time",  "wondering  what  becomes  of  people  when 
the:/-  die",  "being  nervous",  "being  tempted  to  tell  lies",  and  "always 
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getting  into  trouble". 

The  last  three  of  these  problems  arc  the  greatest  concern  of  25  per 
cent  of  the  boys  in  the  unclassified  group;  25  per  cent  of  the  boys  in 
the  hich^intelligdr.oe  group  are  mainly  concerned  -with  "trying  to  3 top  a 
bad  habit"  and  "being  norvous";  the  low-intelligence  group  %g  mainly 
conoemed  with  "trying  to  stop  a  bad  habit"  (67  per  cent),  and  "worrying" 
(50  per  oent)j  and  finally,  33  to  44  per  cent  of  the  boys  in  the  average- 
intelligence  group  marked  five  of  the  nine  most  prevalent  problems  with 
their  greatest  concern  (44  per  cent)  being  "sometimes  wishing  I'd 
never  been  born"« 

Summarizing  the  findings  on  tho  entire  Problem  Check  List  for  the 
eighth-grade  boys  of  School  A,  one  finds  the  following  facts.  The 
average-intelligence  group  marked  more  problems  (average  of  30.7  problems 
per  pupil,  see  Table  105)  than  any  other  group  with  their  greatest 
emphasis  plaoed  in  the  area  of  "Miscellaneous  Problems"  and  their  lowest 
emphasis  in  the  area  of  "Heme  and  Panily".    This  average  number  of 
problems  per  pupil  is  essentially  twice  what  it  was  for  this  same 
intelligence  group  in  grade  seven  of  School  A.    The  unclassified  group 
is  nejet  with  an  average  of  24«8  problems  per  pupil  with  their  greatest 
emphasis  in  the  area  of  "School  V*ork"  and  their  lowest  emphasis  in  the 
area  of  "Home  and  Family".    XfRftg  in  descending  order,  the  low- 
intelligenoe  group  marked  an  average  of  21*8  problems  per  pupil  with  their 
greatest  emphasis  in  the  area  of  "School  Yfork"  and  their  lowest  emphasis 
in  the  area  of  "Home  and  Pnnily".    Finally,  the  high-intolligenoe  group 
roarked  an  average  of  7.7  problems  per  pupil  (this  is  about  two-fifths  of

the  average  number  of  problems  as  narked  by  this  group  1ft  grade  seven) 
■with  their  greatest  emphasis  also  in  the  area  of  "School  TJork"  and  their 
lowest  emphasis  in  the  area  of  "Hoae  and  Family". 

In  general  it  can  be  said  that  the  problems  In  these  letter  two 
areas  are  respectively  the  highest  and  lowest  ooncema  of  all  the  eighth- 
grade  boys  of  School  Igj    YJith  the  exception  of  the  Id^-intelligence 
group,  each  group  shows  a  decided  increase  fcs  the  average  number  of 
problems  over  those  in  the  seventh  grado  of  School  A. 

The  problems  of  the  nLr.^-grade  boys*  — -The  boys  in  School  A  in  the 
ninth  grade  are  distributed  as  follows;  none  in  the  low-intelligenoe 
group,  15  in  the  average-intelligence  group,  4  in  the  high-intelligence 
group,  and  25  in  the  unclassified  group,    hence,  it  follows  that  the  only 
significant  comparisons  to  be  made  should  be  between  the  average- 
intelligence  group  and  the  unclassified  group* 

A  number  of  selected  calculations  revealed  no  real  differences 
between  the  percentage  frequencies  for  these  two  groups*    In  making 
comparisons  between  those  two  groups  (Tables  35  to  41  inclusive),  it  was 
discovered  that  a  percentage  difference  of  about  20  per  cent  was  re- 
quired so  that  the  ohances  would  be  about  90  in  100  that  the  difference 
would  be  real  and  for  a  percentage  dif.'orenoe  of  37  per  cent  the  chances 
were  about  99  in  100* 

The  problems  in  each  area  which  received  the  highest-percentage 
frequencies  now  follow: 

(1)  Analysis  of  the  data  in  the  area  of  "Health  and  Physical 
i*evelopment"  (Table  3S)  shows  that  the  following  seven  problems  were

These  five  problems  are:  "don't  like  to  study",  "don't  like  school", 
"trouble  with  arithmetic",  "not  interested  in  books",  and  "afraid  of 
failing  in  school  work".    These  problems  were  all  narked  by  24  to  60 
per  cent  of  the  boys  in  the  unclassified  group  with  their  two  greatest 
conoema  being  "don't  like  to  study"  (60  per  cent)  and  "don't  like  school" 
(40  per  cent).    It  is  possible  that  these  two  items  together  with  the 
others  indicate  that  some  of  the  boys  in  this  group  really  belong  in  the 
low-intelligence  group.    The  greatest  concern  of  the  average-intelligence 
group  is  "trouble  with  arithmetic"  (33  per  cent);  and  the  greatest  con- 
cern of  the  high-intelligence  group  is  "don't  like  to  study"  (50  per 
cent). 

(3)  Very  few  problems  were  narked  in  the  area  of  "Home  and  £amily" 
(Table  3?)  by  nor©  than  15  por  cent  of  the  boys.    The  high-intelligence 
group  narked  only  two  items:  "family  quarrels"  (25  per  cent)  and 
"si3tera"  (25  per  cent);  and  the  unclassified  group  narked  the  following

the  boys,  will  be  mentioned*    These  were:  "wanting  to  earn  some  of  my  own 
money",  "spending  money  foolishly1',  "wondering  if  1*11  be  a  success  in 
life",  "wondering  what  1*11  be  like  ten  years  fror.  now"  (  "can't  decide 
what  to  take  in  high  school",  and  "not  enough  to  do  in  my  spare  time". 
Seven  of  the  ten  problems  previously  mentioned  were  marked  by  24  to  52 
per  cent  of  the  boys  in  the  unclassified  group.    Their  three  greatest 
problems  are:  "wanting  to  earn  some  of  my  own  money"  (52  per  cent), 
"spending  money  foolishly"  (48  per  cent),  and  "wondering  if  1*11  be  a 
success  in  life"  (40  per  cent).    The  two  greatest  concerns  of  the  high- 
intelligence  group  are  "wanting  to  earn  some  of  my  own  money"  (75  per 
cent)  and  "not  enough  to  do  in  my  spare  time"  (50  per  oent).    This  last 
problem  was  not  checked  by  the  boys  of  the  average-intelligence  group  and 
only  by  12  per  oent  of  the  unclassified  group.    Slnally,  the  greatest 
concern  (38  per  cent)  of  the  average-intelligence  group  is  "wondering 
if  1*11  be  a  success  in  life". 

The  unclassified  group  marked  more  problems  in  this  area  than  any 
other  group*    It  should  be  noted  that  there  is  a  substantial  increase 
over  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  in  the  percentage  recorded  for  the 
problem  "can't  decide  -what  to  take  in  high  school".    This  increase  is 
obviously  due  to  the  fact  that  cost  of  these  boys  expect  to  enter  high 
school  next  year, 

(5)  Analysis  of  the  data  in  the  area  of  "Boy  and  Qirl  Relations" 
(Table  39)  shows  that  except  for  seven  problems  that  were  eaoh  marked  by 
50  per  oent  of  the  boys  in  the  high-intelligence  group,  only  three 
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problem*  were  marked  by  23  per  cent  or  more  of  the  boys  in  the  remaining 
groups.    Sine©  the  number  of  cases  (4  boys)  in  the  hdgh-intelllgenc* 
group  is  very  small,  the  percentage  frequencies  for  this  croup  "will  bo 
disregarded  and  only  the  three  problems  will  be  nentionod*  Those 
problems  are:  "going  out  alone  with  a  SlrlM»  "learning  how  to  dance", 
and  "trouble  in  keeping  a  conversation  going".    The  first  two  of  these 
problems  are  the  chief  conoerns  of  23  per  cent  of  the  boys  in  the 
average-intelligence  group,  -whereas  the  last  two  problems  are  the  chief 
concern  of  the  unolassified  group  with  "learning  how  to  dance"  being 
their  greatest  problem  (36  per  cent). 

At  least  five  problems  in  this  area  were  not  checked  by  any  of  the 
four  groups,  and  no  real  differences  were  found. 

(»3)  Analysis  or  the  data  in  the  area  of  "Relations  to  People  in 
General"  (Table  40)  indicates  that  at  least  the  following  four  problems 
are  of  major  concern  to  23  per  cent  or  more  of  the  boys  in  this  grade: 
"disliking  certain  people",  "bashful",  "losing  ay  temper",  and  "getting 
into  arguments".    All  four  of  these  problems  were  marked  by  the  boys  of 
the  itnclassified  group  with  their  chief  concern  being  "disliking  certain 
people"  (32  per  cent).    Twenty-three  per  cent  of  the  boys  in  the  average- 
intelligence  group  marked  the  first  two  of  these  problems  as  their 
greatest  worry  in  this  area. 

No  real  differences  were  found  in  comparing  the  average-intelligence 
group  with  the  unclassified  group  and  the  last  eight  problems  of  Table 
37  were  not  marked  by  any  boy  in  this  area. 

(7)  Disregarding  the  high-intelligence  group  again,  it  is  seen 
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(Table  41)  that  only  three  problems  were  marked  in  the  area  of  "Self- 
Centered  Concerns"  by  24  per  cent  or  more  of  the  boys  in  one  or  another 
Of  the  four  groups g    These  problems  are:  "trying  to  stop  a  bad  habit", 
"wondering  what  becomes  of  people  when  they  die",  and  "forgetting  thing*" 
These  three  problems  were  marked  by  the  unclassified  group  with  "trying 
to  stop  a  bad  habit"  as  their  greatest  problem  (35  per  cent).    The  last 
two  problems  were  also  marked  by  50  per  cent  (2  pupils)  of  the  boys  in 
the  high-intelligence  group,  whereas  no  problem  in  this  area  was  marked 
by  more  than  IB  per  cent  of  the  boys  in  the  average-intelligence  group* 

A  summary  of  the  findings  on  the  entire  Problem  Check  List  for  the 
ninth-grade  boys  of  School  A  discloses  the  following  facts.    The  unclaasi 
fied  group  marked  more  problems  (average  of  20.8  problems  per  pupil,  see 
Table  105)  than  any  other  group  with  their  greatest  emphasis  in  the  area 
of  "Miscellaneous  Problems"  and  their  lowest  conoern  in  the  area  of 
"Home  and  Family".    These  areas  are  identical  to  those  found  for  the 
leading  group  of  boys  (average-intelligence  group)  in  the  eighth  grade 
of  School  A.    Next,  the  high-intelligence  group  marked  an  average  of 
18»2  problems  per  pupil  with  their  greatest  emphasis  in  the  area  of  "Boy 
and  Girl  Relations"  and  their  lowest  emphasis  also  in  the  area  of  "Home 
and  Family".    However,  too  much  reliability  cannot  be  placed  in  the 
average  number  of  problems  because  there  were  only  four  boys  in  this 
group»    Finally,  the  average-intelligence  group  marked  an  average  of  12.2 
problems  per  pupil  with  their  greatest  emphasis  in  the  area  of  "School 
Work"  and  their  lowest  emphasis  also  in  the  area  of  "Home  and  furdly". 

Except  for  the  increase  in  the  average  number  of  problems  for  the 
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high-intelligenoe  group,  there  was  a  sharp  decrease  in  the  average 
numbers  of  problems  by  the  remaining  groups  over  those  in  the  eighth 
grade*    Ho  consistent  leadership  was  found  in  comparing  the  three  grades, 
since  a  different  group  led  in  eaoh  grade.    Except  for  the  hlgh- 
intelligenoe  group,  the  average  number  of  problems  for  eaoh  intelligence 
level  increased  from  the  seventh  grade  towards  the  eighth  grade,  then 
decreased  towards  the  ninth  grade. 

The  area  containing  the  lowest  number  of  problems  throughout  the 
three  grades  was  the  area  of  "Home  and  Family". 

3*  Percentage  Frequencies  Reported  by  Girls  of  School  A. 

The  problems  of  the  seventh-grade  girls.'—  The  girls  in  School  A  in 
the  seventh  grade  are  distributed  as  follows i  6  in  the  low-intelligenoe 
group,  10  in  the  average-intelligenoe  group,  17  in  the  hagh-lntelligence 
group,  and  11  in  the  unclassified  group* 

iinalysis  of  the  data  (Tables  42  to  48  inclusive)  shows  two  real 
differences  and  a  few  others  that  are  nearly  real*    In  comparing  the 
percentage  frequencies  reported  by  the  low-in telligenoe  and  the  average- 
intelligence  groups  for  the  problem  "trouble  with  aritlaaetic"  (Table  43), 
it  was  found  that  the  63  per  cent  difference  was  real*    The  second  real 
difference  was  found  in  Table  48  for  the  problem  'wondering  if  I'll  ever 
get  married"  where  45  per  cent  of  the  girls  of  the  unclassified  group 
marked  this  problem  as  compared  to  none  of  the  girls  in  the  average- 
intelligence  group*    Some  of  the  nearly  real  differences  are  these* 
Comparison  of  the  low  versus  the  average-intelligence  groups  indicates 
that  in  Table  48  for  the  problem  "trying  to  stop  a  bad  habit"  the  chances 
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Table  42,    Percentage  Frequency  of  I  tens  Checked  in  the  Pres.  of  Health 
and  Physical  Development  by  Girls  of  Different  Levels  of 
Academic  Aptitude  in  Grade  7  of  School.

(2)  The  lew-intelligence  group  marked  more  problems  per  pupil  than 
any  other  group  in  -Hie  area  of  "School  Work".    In  fact,  this  is  their 
most  critical  area  and  they  also  lead  all  other  groups  ir,  each  of  the 
remaining  five  areas.    Analysis  of  the  data  (Table  43)  shows  that  33  to 
83  per  oent  of  the  girls  in  this  group  marked  ten  problems  in  this  area. 
Eight  of  these  problems  were  marked  by  33  per  cent,  and  their  two 
greatest  concerns  were  "trouble  with  arithmetic"  (83  per  cent)  and  "not 
smart  enough"  (50  per  cent). 

In  addition  to  these  two  problems,  the  unclassified  group  was  also 
more  concerned  with:  "so  often  feel  restless  in  classes"  (3G  per  cent), 
"afraid  of  failing  in  school  work"  (27  per  cent),  "being  a  grade  behind 
in  school"  (27  per  cent),  and  "want  more  help  from  the  teachers" 
(27  per  cent).  This  last  problem  was  also  marked  by  33  per  cent  of  the 
low-intelligence  group,  but  it  was  not  marked  by  any  girl  in  either  the 
average  or  high-intelligence  groups. 

The  problems  of  greatest  concern  to  the  high-intelligence  group  are: 
"trouble  with  arithmetic"  (35  per  cent)  and  "so  often  feel  restless  in 
classes"  (24  per  cent).    Thirty  per  cent  of  the  girls  in  the  average- 
intelligence  group  are  also  mair:ly  concerned  with  this  last  problem. 

(3)  The  two  most  important  problems  in  the  area  of  "Home  and  Family" 
were  "having  no  oar  in  the  family"  and  "death  in  the  fauily".  Analysis 
of  the  data  (Table  44)  shows  that  these  two  problems  were  the  chief 
concerns  of  both  the  low-intelligence  and  the  unclassified  groups. 

!To  problem  in  this  area  was  marked  by  more  than  20  prr  cent  of  the 
girls  in  either  the  average  or  high-intelligence  groups. 
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(4)  .Analysis  of  the  data  (Table  45)  shows  that  the  chief  problems 
in  the  area  of  !,J dscelltuieous  Problems"  are:  "wanting  to  earn  some  of 
my  own  money1',  'Hvondering  if  I'll  be  a  success  in  life",  "wondering  what 
I'll  be  like  ten  years  fron  now",  "afraid  I  won't  get  to  go  to  college", 
"can't  decide  what  to  take  in  high  school",  and  "not  knowing  th.e  occupa- 
tion I  want  to  enter".    Those  problems  were  narked  by  20  to  41  per  cent 
of  the  girls  in  one  or  another  of  the  four  groups  with  "wanting  to  earn 
some  of  my  own  money"  as  one  of  the  leading  problems  in  each  groiip. 

Comparison  of  the  above  findings  with  those  for  the  seventh-grade 
boys  of  School  A  shows  that  the  first  three  problems  are  identical  but 
that  the  last  threo  problems  show  that  the  girls  desire  educational  and 
vocational  guidance,  whereas  the  boys  are  mere  concerned  with  other 
problems  pertaining  to  money* 

(5)  Analysis  of  the  data  (Table  40)  H ows  that  the  chief  problems 
in  the  area  of  ni3oy  and  Girl  Relations"  arc:  "wondering  if  1*11  ever  get 
married",  "learning  how  to  dance",  "not  allowed  to  have  dates",  "keoping 
myself  neat  and  looking  nice",  and  "not  allowed  to  go  out  at  night". 

Prom  24  to  29  per  cent  of  the  girls  in  the  high-intelligence  group 
marked  each  of  these  problems  with  their  chief  problem  being  "keeping 
myself  neat  and  looking  nice"  (29  per  cent). 

The  first  four  of  the  above  problems  wore  each  marked  by  3b  per  cent 
of  the  girls  in  the  low-intelligence  group. 

The  two  chief  problems  of  the  unclassified  group  are  "wondering  if 
I'll  ever  get  married"  (45  per  cent)  and  "learning  how  to  dance" 
(3G  per  cent). 
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The  problem  "not  allowed  to  go  out  at  night"  was  marked  by  20  per 
cent  of  the  girls  in  the  average-intelligence  group.    This  is  their 

chief  problem* 

(G)  Table  47  shows  that  five  problems  ir.  the  area  of  "delations  to 
People  in  General"  were  marked  by  50  to  36  per  cent  of  the  0irls  in  one 
or  another  of  the  four  groups*    These  problems  are:  "never  chosen  as  a 
leader",  "getting  rid  of  kids  I  donft  like",  "feelings  too  easily  hurt", 
"bashful",  and  "disliking  certain  people". 

The  first  two  of  these  problems  were  marked  by  S3  per  cent  of  the 
low-intelligenoe  group  as  their  chief  problems;  the  third  nod  fourth  are 
the  chief  problems  of  30  per  cent  of  the  girls  of  the  average- 
intelligence  group;  the  chief  problem  of  the  high-intelligence  group  is 
"feelings  too  easily  hurt"  (35  per  cent),  and  "disliking  certain  people" 
is  the  chief  problem  (36  per  cent)  of  the  unclassified  group. 

(7)  Finally,  the  analysis  of  the  data  in  the  area  of  "Self -Centered 
Concerns"  (Table  48)  shows  that  24  to  50  per  cent  of  the  girls  ir.  one 
or  another  of  the  four  groups  marked  the  follorring  seven  problems; 
"trying  to  stop  a  bad  habit",  "being  nervous",  "having  bad  dreams*,  "day 
dreaming", "afraid  of  the  dark",  "fail  in  so  many  thinrs  I  try  to  do",  and 
"afraid  when  left  alone", 

"Trying  to  stop  a  bad  habit"  is  the  chief  problem  (35  to  50  per 
cent)  of  all  groups  except  the  average-intelligence  group*    Their  clxief 
problem  is  "having  bad  dreams"  (40  per  oent). 

A  summary  of  the  findings  on  the  entire  Problem  Check  List  for  the 
seventh-grade  girls  of  School  A,  shows  that  the  low-intelligence  ;roup 
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marked  more  problems  (average  of  22.7  problems  per  pupil,  3ee  Table  105) 
than  air/  other  group  with  their  greatest  emphasis  In  the  area  of  "Sohool 
Y/ork".    The  unclassified  group  oano  next  with  an  average  of  19*4  problems 
per  pupil  and  -with  their  greatest  emphasis  in  the  area  of  "Health  and 
Physical  development".    Kext,  the  high-intelligence  group  marked  an 
average  of  15*4  problems  per  pupil  -with  their  greatest  emphasis  in  the 
area  of  "iliscellaneous  Problems".    Finally,  the  average-intelligence 
group  marked  on  average  of  12*2  problems  per  pupil  with  their  greatest 
emphasis  in  the  area  of  "Health  and  Physical  Development"  and  their 
lowest  emphasis  in  the  area  of  "Boy  and  Girl  Relations". 

Comparison  of  the  above  findings  frith  those  for  the  seventh-grade 
boys  of  Sohool  A  shows  that  the  average  nuuber  of  problems  reported  by 
the  girls  -was  higher  in  comparing  the  low-intelligence  and  unclassified 
groups  and  lover  than  the  boys  in  comparing  the  average  and  high- 
intelligence  groups* 

The  problems  of  the  eighth-grade  girls*--  The  girls  in  School  A  in 
the  eighth  grade  are  distributed  as  follows:  3  in  the  low-intelligence 
group,  7  in  the  average-intelligence  group,  13  in  the  high-intelligence 
group,  and  17  in  the  unclassified  group* 

Analysis  of  the  data  (Tables  49  to  55  inclusive)  shows  a  number  of 
real  differences  with  many  others  which  are  very  nearly  real*    Some  of 
the  real  differences  are  those*    In  Table  49  for  the  problem  "too  tall 
for  my  age"  the  girls  of  the  unclassified  group  lead  those  of  the  low- 
intelligenoe  group  (35  to  0  per  cent)*    In  Table  50  for  the  problem 
"not  smart  enough"  the  average-intelligenco  group  leads  the  high-

The  greatest  average  number  of  problems  in  this  area  was  reported 
by  the  low-intelligence  group  while  the  lowest  average  number  of  problems 
was  reported  by  the  high-intelligence  group. 

(3)  The  lowest  number  of  problems  was  reported  in  the  area  of  "Home 
and  Family"  (Table  51).    Only  two  problems  need  be  mentioned  namely: 
"brothers",  reported  by  29  per  cent  of  the  average-intelligence  group, 
and  "having  no  car  in  the  family",  which  was  reported  by  24  per  cent  of 
the  girls  in  the  unclassified  group. 

(4)  Analysis  of  the  data  in  the  area  of  "Miscellaneous  Problems" 
(Table  52)  shows  that  three  problems  were  narked  by  35  to  67  per  cent  of 
the  girls  in  one  or  another  of  the  four  groups.    These  problems  are: 
"wanting  to  earn  some  of  my  own  money",  "wondering  if  I » 11  be  a  success 
in  life",  and  "spending  money  foolishly".    This  last  problem  is  the 
greatest  concern  of  the  unclassified  group,  whereas  "wanting  to  earn  some 
of  my  own  money"  is  the  chief  problem  of  the  lor/,  average,  and  high- 
intelligence  groups. 

(5)  A  survey  of  the  problems  in  the  area  of  "Boy  and  Girl  Relations" 
(Table  53)  shows  that  57  to  80  per  cent  of  the  girls  in  the  low  and 
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average-intelligence  groups  marked  the  following  eight  problems:  "not 
allowed  to  have  dates",  "boy  friend",  "wondering  if  I»ll  ever  get  married" 
"dating",  "not  knowing  how  to  make  a  date",  "not  allowed  to  go  out  at 
night",  "learning  how  to  dance",  and  "not  allowed  to  use  the  family  oar". 

The  first  five  problems  were  marked  by  67  per  cent  (2  pupils)  of 
the  girls  in  the  low-intelligence  group*    The  average-intelligence  group 
reported  the  greatest  average  number  of  problems  (7.0  problems  per  pupil) 
in  this  area.    This  group  reported  eleven  problems  (43  to  86  per  cent), 
their  chief  concern  being  "not  allowed  to  have  dates"  (86  per  cent). 

The  average  number  of  problems  reported  by  the  high-intelligence  and 
unclassified  groups  was  comparatively  low  with  "wondering  if  1*11  ever 
get  married"  being  the  chief  problem  (38  per  cent)  of  the  high- 
intelligenoe  group  and  "not  allowed  to  go  out  at  night"  being  the  chief 
problem  (24  per  cent)  of  the  unclassified  group.    As  previously  reported, 
a  few  real  differences  was  found  in  this  area.

problem  (38  per  cent)  of  the  high-intelligence  group;  and  "being  stubborn" 
is  the  chief  concern  (35  per  oent)  of  the  unclassified  group. 

Although  comparatively  few  problems  were  reported  in  this  area, 
there  was  a  real  difforence  between  the  high-intelligence  and 
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unclassified  groups,  where  the  unclassified  group  led  (35  to  0  per  oent) 
In  the  problem  "being  stubborn". 

(7)  live  problems  in  the  area,  of  "Self-O entered  Concerns"  (Table  55) 
were  marked  by  55  to  100  per  cent  of  the  girls  in  either  the  low- 
intelligence  or  unclassified  group.    These  five  problems  are:  "having 
bad  dreams",  "sometimes  wishing  I'd  never  been  born",  "taking  tilings  too 
seriously",  "afraid  of  making  mistakes  all  the  time",  and  "forgetting 
tilings"* 

The  last  three  problems  were  narked  by  35  to  47  per  cent  of  tho 
girls  in  the  unclassified  group  with  their  greatest  problem  being 
"taking  tilings  too  seriously"  (47  per  cent).    The  cliief  problem  of  the 
low-intelligence  group  is  "having  bad  dreams"  (100  per  cent).    That  is, 
all  three  girls  in  this  group  marked  this  item* 

The  average-intelligence  group  did  not  report  any  problem  in  this 
area  with  a  percentage  frequency  above  29  per  cent;  also,  the  high- 
intelligence  group  did  not  report  any  problem  with  a  percentage  frequency 
above  23  per  cent* 

A  summary  of  the  findings  on  the  entire  Problem  Check  List  for  the 
eighth-grade  girls  of  School  A,  shows  that  the  low-intelligence  group 
marked  more  problems  (average  of  28.0  problems  per  pupil,  sec  Table  105) 
than  any  other  group  with  their  greatest  emphasis  being  equal  for  the 
area  of  "Sohool  work"  and  for  tho  area  of  "Boy  and  Girl  Relations",  The 
avorage-intolllgence  group  came  next  with  an  average  of  22»7  problems 
per  pupil  and  with  their  greatest  concern  also  in  the  area  of  "Boy  and 
Cdrl  Relations" •    ilext,  the  unclassified  group  marked  an  average  of  19*8 
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problems  per  pupil  with  their  greatest  concern  in  the  area  of  "Self- 
Centered  Concerns".    Finally,  the  high-Intelligence  group  marked  an 
average  of  15.9  problems  per  pupil  with  -their  greatest  emphasis  also  being 
in  the  area  of  "Self -Centered  Concerns". 

In  general,  the  average  number  of  problems  per  pupil  reported  by 
eaoh  group  for  the  entire  check  list  was  higher  respectively  than  that 
reported  by  the  seventh-grade  girls  except  that  the  average  number  of 
problems  reported  by  the  average-intelligence  group  mis  lower  in  the 
eighth  grade  than  in  the  seventh  grade. 

Comparison  of  the  eighth-grade  girls  with  the  eighth-grade  boys  of 
School  A  shows  that  the  boys  are  mainly  concerned  with  the  problems  in 
the  area  of  "School  Yfork",  whereas  the  girls  are  principally  concerned 
with  the  problems  in  the  two  areas  of  "Boy  and  Girl  Relations"  and 
"Self-Centered  Concerns". 

The  problems  of  the  ninth-grc.de  girls*—  The  girls  in  School  A  in 
the  ninth  grade  are  distributed  as  follows;  4  in  the  low-intelligence 
group,  11  in  the  average-intelligence  group,  8  in  the  high-intelligenoe 
group,  and  19  in  the  unclassified  group. 

Several  computations  involving  the  data  (Tables  56  to  G2  Inclusive) 
revealed  at  least  14  real  differences  and  many  others  whore  the  chances 
are  98  or  more  in  100  that  the  diffcrenoe  is  real. 

The  real  differences  are  these.    In  Table  56  for  the  problem  "have 
trouble  with  my  teeth"  tho  girls  of  the  average-intelligence  group  lead 
those  of  tho  low-intelligence  group  (55  to  0  per  ocnt).    In  Table  67 
there  are  six  real  differences:    for  the  problem  "afraid  of  failing  in

cent).    The  chief  problem  for  the  high-intolligence  group  was  "don't 
like  some  foods  I  need"  (38  per  oent)  and  that  for  the  unclassified 
group  was  "poor  complexion"  (37  per  cent). 

(2)  The  greatest  number  of  real  differences  was  found  in  the  area 
of  "School  Work"  (Table  57).    Ten  problems  were  marked  by  32  to  75  per 
oent  of  the  girls  in  one  or  another  of  the  four  groups.    These  problems 
are:  "afraid  of  failing  in  school  work",  "afraid  of  tests",  "afraid  to 
speak  up  in  class",  "trouble  with  arithmetic",  "worried  about  grades", 
"don't  like  to  study",  "studying  is  hard  for  me",  "not  smart  enough",

This 
is  also  the  chief  problem  (64  per  cent)  of  the  average-intelligence 
group*    One  of  the  sain  problems  of  the  higli-intalligence  group  is  "can't 
decide  what  to  take  |»  high  school"  (38  per  cent).    The  chief  problem  of 
the  unclassified  group  is  "wantirg  to  earn  some  of  ny  own  money" 

(47  per  cent). 

(5)  As  previously  mentioned,  at  least,  three  real  differences  were 
found  in  the  area  of  "Boy  and  Oirl  Relations"  (Table  60).    The  data  also 
show  that  32  to  55  per  cent  of  the  girls  in  one  or  another  of  the  four 
groups  marked  the  following  eight  problems:  "not  allowed  to  go  out  at 
night",  "wondering  if  I'll  over  got  married",  "learning  how  to  dance", 
"too  little  chance  to  no  to  parties",  "trouble  in  keeping  a  conversation 
going",  "dating",  "boy  friend",  and  "not  allowed  to  have  dates". 

Pour  of  the  above  problems  were  marked  by  36  to  55  per  cent  of  the 
average-intelligence  group  with  their  oldef  problem  being  "not  allowed  to 
go  out  at  night"  (55  per  cent). 

Five  of  the  above  problems  were  each  narkod  by  38  per  cent  of  the 


high-intelligence  group,  and  "wondering  If  I'll  ever  get  married"  was 
the  chief  problem  (32  per  cent)  of  the  unclassified  group. 

Only  one  problem  in  this  area  "was  marked  by  the  low-Intel  ligenoe 
group.    This  problem  was  "keeping  myself  neat  and  looking  nice". 

(6)  Analysis  of  the  data  in  the  area  of  delations  to  People  in 
General"  (Table  61)  shows  that  36  to  76  per  cent  of  the  girls  in  one  or 
another  of  the  four  groups  marked  the  following  four  problems:  "being 
stubborn",  "disliking  certain  people",  "feelings  too  easily  hurt",  and 
"feeling  nobody  likes  me".    The  main  problem  of  the  low-intelligence 
group  is  "being  stubborn"  (75  per  cent).    This  is  also  the  main  problem 
of  50  per  oent  of  the  high-intelligenoe  group.    The  main  problem  of  the 
average-intelligence  group  is  "feelings  too  easily  hurt"  (36  per  cent). 
Finally,  the  main  problem  of  the  unclassified  group  is  "losing  my 
temper"  (21  per  cent). 

The  average-intelligence  group  leads  all  other  groups,  and  the 
unclassified  group  has  the  lowest  average  number  of  problems  per  pupil 
in  this  area. 

(7)  Analysis  of  the  data  in  the  area  of  "Self-Centered  Concerns" 
(Table  62)  shows  that  five  problems  were  marked  by  26  to  82  per  cent  of 
the  girls  in  one  or  another  of  the  four  groups j  that  the  averr.ge-intelli- 
cence  group  led  all  other  groups}  and  that  the  low-intelligence  group 
had  the  lowest  average  number  of  problems  per  pupil  in  this  area,  ^he 
five  problems  aret  "afraid  of  making  mistakes  all  the  tine",  "being 
nervous",  "sometimes  wishing  I'd  never  been  born",  "taking  tilings  too 
seriously",  and  "being  punished  for  something  I  didn't  do". 
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"Afraid  of  making  mistakes  all  the  time"  is  the  main  problem  of  all 
groups  except  the  high-intelligence  group.  Fifty  per  cent  of  this  group 
marked  "taking  things  too  seriously"  as  their  chief  problem. 

A  summary  of  the  findings  on  the  entire  Problem  Check  List  for  the 
ninth-grade  girls  of  School  A  shows  the  following  facts.    The  average- 
intelligence  group  marked  more  problems  (average  34.4  problems  per  pupil, 
see  Table  105)  than  any  other  group  with  their  greatest  number  of 
problems  in  the  area  of  "Self-Centered  Concerns".    V.ext,  the  high- 
intelligence  group  marked  22.6  problems  per  pupil  with  their  greatest 
number  of  problems  in  the  area  of  "Boy  and  Girl  Relations".    Hext,  the 
unclas: sifled  group  marked  17.4  problems  per  pupil  with  their  greatest 
number  of  problems  in  the  area  of  "miscellaneous  Problems".  Finally, 
the  low-intelligence  group  marked  15.8  problems  per  pupil  with  their 
greatest  number  of  problems  in  the  area  of  "fcohool  Work". 

The  average  number  of  problems  per  girl  is  considerably  higher  in 
the  ninth  grade  than  in  the  eighth  grade  for  both  the  average-intelligence 
group  (52  per  cent)  and  the  high-intelligence  group  (63  per  oent)t 
whereas  the  average  number  of  problems  per  girl  is  lower  in  the  ninth 
grade  than  in  the  eighth  grade  for  both  the  low-intelligence  group 
(44  per  cent)  and  the  unclassified  group  (12  per  oent). 

Only  the  average-intelligence  group  shows  a  progressive  increase  in 
the  average  number  of  problems  from  the  seventh  grade  towards  the  ninth 
grade.    However,  a  comparison  of  the  average  numbers  of  problems,  on  the 
entire  Problem  Check  List  for  the  total  number  of  girls  in  each  grade 
also  shows  a  progressive  increase  from  the  seventh  grade  towards  the

ninth  grade  (see  Table  2). 

4.  Percentage  Frequencies  Reported  by  Boys  and  Girls  of  School  B. 

Introduction* --  The  problems  of  the  boys  and  girls  of  School  B  are 
essentially  the  sane  as  -the  problems  found  in  School  A.    However,  there 
are  some  variations  in  the  percentage  frequencies.    Consequently,  in 
order  to  eliminate  sane  inevitable  repetition,  only  the  most  important 
problems  found  in  the  entire  Problem  Check  List  are  pointed  out  for  the 
boys,  the  girls,  and  the  different  intelligence  levels  for  each  grade. 
The  problems  receiving  the  highest-percentage  frequencies  are  considered 
the  most  important. 

Real  percentage  differences  revealed  by  actual  computations  are 
mentioned  -wherever  found  in  each  table.    Comparisons  are  also  made  for 
large  percentage  differences,  although  they  may  not  necessarily  be  real 
differences,  between  boys  and  girls  in  each  grade,  between  the  boys  of 
both  schools  for  each  grade,  and  also  between  the  girls  of  both  schools 
for  each  grade. 

The  problems  of  the  pupils  of  School  B  are  found  in  Tables  63  to 
104  inclusive.    These  follow  in  groups  of  14  for  each  grade  level.  The 
problems  of  the  seventh-grade  pupils  are  found  in  tables  C3  to  69 
inclusive  for  the  boys  and  in  Tables  70  to  76  inclusive  for  the  girls. 
The  problems  of  the  eighth-grade  pupils  are  found  in  Tables  77  to  83 
inclusive  for  the  boys  and  in  Tables  84  to  90  inclusive  for  the  girls. 
Finally,  the  problems  for  the  ninth-grade  pupils  are  found  in  Tables  91 
to  97  inclusive  for  the  boys  and  in  Tables  98  to  104  inclusive  for  the 
girls. 
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The  problems  of  the  seventh-grade  boys  and  girls* —  Analysis  of  the 
data  for  the  entire  Problem  Check  List  (Tables  G3  to  70  inclusive)  shows 
that  23  to  29  per  cent  of  the  hoys  are  mostly  concerned  with  the  follow- 
ing ten  problems:  "trouble  with  arithmetic",  "afraid  of  failing  in  school 
work",  "don't  like  some  foods  I  need",  "wanting  to  earn  some  of  my  own 
money",  "not  growing  fast  enough",  "trouble  with  writing",  "not  smart 
enough",  "trouble  with  spelling",  Vondoring  what  I'll  be  like  ton  years 
from  now",  and  "bashful".    The  first  four  of  these  problems  are  also 
among  the  ten  problems  reported  by  20  to  25  per  cent  of  the  girls.  The 
remaining  six  problems  are:  "catch  a  good  many  colds",  "afraid  of  tests", 
"being  teased",  "being  nervous",  "afraid  of  making  mistakes  all  the  time", 
and  "not  allowed  to  go  out  at  night". 

The  low-intelligence  group  of  boys  (7  boys)  reported  only  two 
problems  with  a  frequency  of  more  than  29  per  cent.    These  two  problems 
which  were  marked  by  43  per  cent  of  the  boys  are:  "not  growing  fast 
enough"  and  "don't  get  enough  sleep".    The  girls  in  this  group  (14  girls) 
reported  "catch  a  good  many  colds"  (50  per  cent)  and  "afraid  of  tests" 
(33  per  cent)  as  their  most  important  problems" 

Analysis  of  the  data  shows  tliat  seven  problems  wore  marked  by  31 
to  33  per  cent  of  the  boys  (13  boys)  of  the  average-intelligence  group. 
The  two  most  important  problems,  each  r^eiving  38  per  cent,  are  "trouble 
with  arithmetic"  and  "dating".    The  five  resaaining  problems  are:  "under- 
weight", "not  growing  fast  enough",  "afraid  of  failinc  in  school  work", 
"deciding  whether  I'm  in  love",  and  "disliking  certain  people".  The 
girls  (21  girls)  of  this  group  markod  nine  problems  by  29  to  52  per  oent»

The  unclassified  groups  consist  of  5  boys  and  4  girls*  Consequently, 
only  the  problems  receiving  the  highest-percentage  frequencies  are 
mentioned.    The  greatest  problem  for  the  boys  of  this  group  is  "don't 
like  to  study"  (60  per  cent),  whereas  50  per  cent  of  the  girls  report 
each  of  the  following  as  their  greatest  problems:  "not  interested  in 
books",  "wondering  what  becomes  of  people  when  they  die",  and  "keeping 
myself  neat  and  looking  nice". 

The  only  real  percentage  difference  found  in  the  tables  for  the 
boys  and  the  girls  of  the  seventh  grade  of  School  D  is  found  in  Table  71, 
for  the  problem  "afraid  of  tests",  where  the  girls  of  the  average- 
intelligence  group  lead  the  girls  of  the  unclassified  group  by  43  to  0 
per  cent.

"being  a  grade  behind  in  school".    Finally,  on  the  basis  of  the  total 
number  of  boys  in  oaoh  grade,  the  lead  is  45  to  23  per  cent  for  item  19 
'wanting  to  earn  some  of  my  own  money",  35  to  19  per  cent  for  item  87 
"t lying  to  stop  a  bad  habit",  and  24  to  3  per  cent  for  item  21  "not 
allowed  to  use  the  family  car". 

Comparisons  in  the  seventh  grade  between  the  girls  of  both  schools 
show  at  least  ten  differences  that  are  worthy  of  mention.    The  girls  of 
School  A  lead  in  five  of  the  problems,  whereas  the  girls  of  School  B 
lead  in  the  remaining  five  problems.    At  the  low-intelligence  level,  the

The  problems  of  the  eighth-grade  boys  and  girls*— -  Analysis  of  the 
data  for  the  entire  Problem  Check  List  (Tables  77  to  90  inclusive) 
reveals,  at  least,  30  real  percentage  differences*    These  real  differences 
were  found  by  actual  calculations.    Table  105,  which  is  found  in  a  later 
section,  also  shows  that  in  School  B  the  average  number  of  problems 
reported  by  the  eighth-grade  girls  is  82  per  cent  more  than  the  average 
number  of  problems  reported  by  the  seventh-grade  girls;  also,  that  the 
average  number  of  problems  reported  by  the  eighth-grade  boys  is  about  28 
per  cent  more  than  the  average  number  of  problems  reported  by  the 
seventh-grade  boys. 

Contrary  to  the  order  followed  in  the  seventh  grade,  the  real 
differences  are  token  up  first  since  there  are  many  of  them. 

The  data  for  the  boys  show,  at  least,  five  real  differences.  The 
unclassified  group  was  disregarded  since  it  consists  of  only  one  boy. 
Table  77  shows  two  real  differences  for  the  item  "underweight":  in  one 
oase  the  low-intelligence  group  leads  the  average-intelligence  group 
(30  to  12  per  cent)  and  in  the  other  oase  the  low-intelligence  group

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and  "having  no  car  in  the  family".    The  five  most  important  problems 
marked  by  100  per  cent  of  the  girls  (3  girls)  of  this  group  are:  "catch 
a  good  many  colds",  "having  no  oar  in  the  family",  "girl  friend", 
"disliking  certain  people",  and  "trying  to  stop  a  bad  habit". 

The  average-intelligence  groups  consist  of  1G  boys  and  29  girls. 
Analysis  of  the  data  for  these  groups  shows  that  ten  problems  were  marked 
by  31  to  06  per  cent  of  the  boys  and  that  14  problems  were  marked  by  31 
to  48  per  cent  of  the  girls.    The  three  most  important  problems  for  the 
boys  are:  "trouble  with  arithmetic"  (5G  per  cent),  "wanting  to  earn  some 
of  my  own  money"  (50  per  cent),  and  "keeping  myself  neat  and  looking 
nice"  (44  per  cent).    The  six  most  important  problems  for  the  girls 
(i.e.,  marked  by  more  than  40  per  cont)  are:  "wondering  what  1*11  be  like 
ten  years  from  now"  (48  per  cent),  "afraid  of  failing  in  school  work", 
"trouble  with  arithmetic",  "not  smart  enough",  "afraid  of  tests",  and 
"afraid  to  speak  up  in  class".    Each  of  the  last  five  problems  were  mark- 
ed by  45  per  cent  of  the  girls  of  this  group. 

The  high-intelligence  groups  consist  of  14  boys  and  8  girls. 
-Analysis  of  the  data  for  these  two  groups  shows  that  11  problems  were 
marked  by  29  to  57  per  cent  of  the  boys  and  that  five  problems  were 
marked  by  38  to  62  per  cent  of  the  girls.    The  three  most  important 
problems  for  the  boys  are:  "wondering  if  I'll  be  a  success  in  life" 
(57  per  cent),  "can»t  decide  what  to  take  in  high  sohool"  (43  per  cent), 
and  "keeping  myself  neat  and  looking  nice"  (36  per  cent).    The  greatest 
problem  for  the  girls  of  this  group  is  "trouble  with  arithmetic"  (62  per 
oent).    Thirty-eight  por  cent  of  these  girls  also  marked  each  of  the 
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following:  "don't  like  some  foods  I  need",  "catch  a  good  many  colds", 
"not  knowing  the  occupation  I  want  to  enter",  and  "day  dreaming". 

Comparisons  in  the  eighth  grade  of  School  i3,  between  the  boys  and 
girls,  show  that  the  boys  lead  the  girls  in  the  following  two  problems* 
At  tiie  low-intelligence  level,  the  lead  is  80  to  0  per  cent  for  item  114 
"underweight51,  and  at  the  high-intelligence  level,  the  lead  is  57  to  12 
per  cent  for  item  135  'Wondering  if  I'll  be  a  success  in  life".    On  the 
other  hand,  the  girls  lead  the  boys  in  euoh  of  the  following  two  problems. 
At  the  low-intelligence  level,  the  lead  is  100  to  20  per  cent  for  both 
item  301  "disliking  certain  people"  and  item  87  "trying  to  stop  a  bad 
habit". 

Comparisons  between  the  boys  of  both  schools  in  this  grade  show  that 
the  boys  of  School  B  lead  the  boys  of  School  A  in  the  following  six 
problems*    At  the  low-intelligence  level,  -the  lead  is  60  to  33  per  cent 
for  item  114  "underweight",  80  to  17  per  cent  for  item  62  "trouble  with 
arithmetio",  and  also  30  to  17  per  cent  for  item  13  "having  no  car  in  the 
family".    And  at  the  high-intelligence  level,  the  lead  is  37  to  17  per 
cent  for  item  185  "wondering  if  I'll  be  a  success  in  life",  43  to  0  per 
cent  for  item  181  "can't  decide  what  to  take  in  high  school  ',  and  36  to  0 
por  cent  for  item  297  "keeping  myself  neat  and  looking  nice",  however, 
at  the  average-intelligence  level  the  lead  is  reversed  since  tho  boys 
of  School  A  lead  those  of  School  B    56  to  12  per  oent  for  item  114 
''underweight",  44  to  6  per  cent  for  item  230  "afraid  to  speak  up  in 
class",  and  44  to  0  per  cent  for  item  17  "having  to  ask  parents  for  money". 

Only  eight  of  the  larger  differences  are  mentioned  in  comparing 
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the  girls  of  "both  schools  in  this  grade.    The  girls  of  School  B  lend 
•those  of  School  A  in  the  following  five  problems.    At  the  low-intelligence 
level,  the  lead  is  100  to  0  per  cent  for  item  167  :Tcatch  a  good  many 
colds".    6&  tlie  high-intelligence  level,  the  lead  is  C2  -bo  I  per  cent 
for  item  C2  "trouble  with  arithmetic".    For  the  unclassified  groups, 
th'.  lead  is  76  to  6  per  cent  for  item  GO  "not  Ooo<?  looking'1,  10C  to  29 
per  cent  for  item  250  "afraid  to  speak  up  in  class",  and  100  to  G  per 
cent  for  item  19  'Wonting  to  earn  some  of  my  own  money".    On  the  other 
hand,  the  girls  of  School  *.  lead  those  of  School  B  in  the  following 
three  problems.    For  the  unclassified  groups,  the  lead  is  35  to  0  per 
cent  for  item  57  "too  tall  for  my  age".    At  the  average-intelligence 
level,  the  lead  is  GO  to  54  per  cent  for  item  ISC  ':not  allowed  to  have 
dates".    Finally,  at  the  high-intelligence  level,  the  lead  is  38  to  0 
per  cent  for  item  300  'wondering  if  I'll  ever  get  married". 

1'ho  problems  of  the  ninth-g-  -  hoys  and  girls*--  ...nalysi3  of  the 

data  for  the  entire  Problem  Chech  List  (Tables  91  to  104  inclusive) 
shows  that  both  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  ninth  grade  of  School  3  have 
comparatively  few  problems.    The  average  number  of  problems  for  the  grade 
is  about  the  same  for  both  se::es.    Table  105  shows  that  the  average 
number  of  problems  reported  b^;  the  boys  of  this  grade  is  about  5G  per 
cent  less  than  that  reported  by  the  eighth-grade  boys  of  School  I  also, 
that  the  average  number  of  problems  reported  by  the  girls  is  about  44 
per  cent  less  than  that  reported  by  the  eighth-grade  girls  of  School  B. 

In  looating  real  differences,  the  lew-intelligence  and  liigh- 
intolligence  groups  of  the  ninth-grade  boys  of  School  B  wero  disregarded

"wanting  to  earn  some  of  ray  own  money"  where  the  high-intelligence  group 
leads  the  low-intelligence  group  (50  to  0  per  cent).    Finally,  Table  102 
shows  two  real  differences  for  the  item  "not  allowed  to  have  dates" 
where  the  average-intelligence  group  leads  both  the  low-intelligence  and 
unclassified  groups  (33  to  0  per  cent). 

The  analysis  of  the  data  for  the  entire  grade  shows  that  24  to  30 
per  cent  of  the  boys  narked  11  problems  and  that  24  to  40  per  cent  of  the 
girls  marked  six  problems.    The  chief  problem  of  the  boys  is  the  item 
"afraid  to  speak  up  in  class".    Five  other  problems  were  each  marked  by 
27  per  cent  of  the  boys.    These  problems  are:  "donH  like  school",  "not 
interested  in  books",  "studying  is  hard  for  me",  "can't  decide  what  to 
take  in  high  school",  and  "trying  to  stop  a  bad  habit".    The  four  chief 
problems  of  the  girls  are:  "afraid  of  failing  in  school  work"  (40  per 
cent),  "being  nervous"  (36  per  cent),  "afraid  of  tests",  and  "afraid  to 
speak  up  in  class"  (31  per  cent  for  the  latter  two  problems). 

The  chief  problem  of  the  low-intelligenoe  group  of  girls  is  "being 
nervous"  (50  per  cent).

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for  item  16  "spending  money  foolishly"  and  52  to  22  per  cent  for  item 
19  "wanting  to  earn  some  of  my  own  money". 

Comparisons  between  the  girls  of  both  schools  in  the  ninth  grade 
show  that  the  girls  of  School  A  lead  those  of  School  B  by  substantial 
percentage  differences  in  the  following  seven  problems.    At  the  low- 
intelligence  level,  the  lead  is  75  to  0  per  cent  for  item  249  "being 
stubborn".    At  the  average-intelligence  level,  the  lead  is  82  to  17  per 
cent  for  item  34  "afraid  of  making  mistakes  all  the  time",  G4  to  17  per 
cent  for  item  185  '"wondering  if  1*11  be  a  success  in  life",  and  55  to  12 
per  cent  for  item  3  "have  trouble  with  my  teeth".    Finally,  at  the  high- 
intelligence  level  the  lead  is  58  to  0  per  cent  for  each  of  the  remaining 
three  problems,  namely:  item  127  "too  little  ohance  to  do  what  I  want  to 
do",  item  244  "boy  friend",  and  item  78  "dating". 

5*  Further  Comparisons  Based  Mainly  on  Three  Intelligence  Levels. 

Comparison  of  the  average  number  of  problems  for  the  entire  Problem 
Check  List.—  The  average  number  of  problems  was  previously  disoussed  in 
Chapter  II.    However,  the  discussion  was  based  mainly  on  the  numbers  of 
problems  reported  by  areas  so  that  the  average  numbers  were  small. 

The  data  shown  in  Table  105  are  based  on  the  totals  for  the  entire 
check  list.  The  table  differs  to  the  extent  that  it  not  only  shows  the 
average  number  of  problems  by  sex  for  each,  grade  in  each  school,  but  it 
also  shows  the  average  number  of  problems  by  sex  for  each  grade  in  each 
school  at  the  different  intelligence  levels.  It  also  shows  the  average 
number  of  problems  at  a  given  intelligence  level  within  each  school  for 
the  pupils  of  the  three  grades  combined  as  well  as  the  average  number  of 
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problems  by  sex  in  each  grade  based  on  the  totals  of  both  schools 
combined. 

.analysis  of  the  total  average  number  of  problems  (disregarding  the 
unclassified  groups)  within  a  given  school  and  the  two  schools  combined 
shows  that  in  School  A  the  average  number  of  problems  decreases  from  the

low  towards  the  high-intelligence  level;  that  in  School  B  the  poak  is  at 
the  average-intelligence  level;  and  that  both  the  boys  and  girls  of  the 
eighth  grade  report  higher  average  numbers  than  the  respective  sex 
groups  in  either  the  seventh  or  ninth  grades.    Comparison  of  the  average 
number  of  problems  reported  in  each  grade  for  the  three  intelligence 
levels  shows  no  consistent  change  in  any  particular  direction. 

The  only  general  conclusions  that  can  be  dram  from  these  data  are 
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that  the  eighth-grade  pupils  of  both  schools  have  the  greatest  average 
number  of  problems  and  that  perhaps  the  average-intelligence  group  also 
tends  to  have  slightly  more  problems  than  the  regaining  groups.  This 
last  statement  is  true  for  School  I  but  not  for  School  A. 

Percentage  frequency  at  the  three  intelligence  levels*—  I-4ur/  of 
48M  percentage  frequencies  reported  in  the  tables  that  have  gone  before 
often  involved  only  a  very  small  number  of  pupils.    Consequently,  the 
most  important  problems  reported  by  the  different  intelligence  groups 
from  grades  7,  8,  and  9  of  both  schools  combined  were  summarized.  This 
resulted  in  obtaining  the  52  identical  problems  shown  in  both  Tables  10G 
and  107.    The  frequencies  were  obtained  from  the  total  number  of  pupils, 
by  Be::,  at  the  three  intelligence  levels  of  both  schools  combined.  Hence, 
the  frequesioies  shown  in  Table  10G  is  due  to  14-3  boys  distributed  as 
follows:    21  at  the  low-intelligence  level,  G8  at  the  average- 
intelligence  level,  and  59  at  the  high-intelligence  level.    Table  107  is 
the  result  of  the  percentage  frequencies  reported  by  213  girls  distributed 
as  follows:    38  at  the  low-intelligence  level,  102  at  the  average- 
intelligence  level,  and  73  at  the  high-intelligence  level.    The  unclassi- 
fied groups  were  disregarded  in  preparing  the  above  tv.'o  tables. 

.Analysis  of  the  data  of  Tables  10G  and  107  shows  that  item  62 
"trouble  with  arithmetic"  is  found  among  the  first  four  most  important 
problems  of  any  group  of  boys  or  girls.    This  problem  is  more  important 
to  the  boys  than  the  girls.    Item  19  "wanting  to  earn  some  of  my  own 
money"  is  also  found  among  the  five  most  important  problems  in  all 
intelligence  groups  for  the  boys  end  it  is  also  the  most  important

Except  for  the  two  problems  mentioned  above,  n.  comparison  of  the 
five  nost  important  problens  in  any  group  between  tho  boys  and  girls  of 
the  low  and  average-intelligence  groups  shows  no  common  problems* 
However,  a  comparison  of  the  boys  and  girls  at  tho  high-intelligence 
level  shows  that  they  have  tho  sane  five  nost  important  problems  but 
that  they  rank  the  problems  in  a  different  order.

The  girls  also 
have  17  out  of  the  32  problems  that  show  this  same  trait  with  seven  of 
theu  being  the  same  as  those  for  the  boys« 
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WAR  PROBLEMS  OF  JUITIOR-IHGH-SCHOOL  PUPILS 

1.  Belationaldp  to  the  Problem  Chock  List. 

Explanation.—  IVhen  the  Problem  Check  List  waa  admini stored ,  a 
supplementary  sheet  was  includod  which  contained  tliis  instruction:  "On 
this  page,  would  you  please  write  about  the  problems  the  war  is  raising 
for  you  in  your  daily  life?    The  school  would  like  to  know  those 
problems  so  that  it  can  do  more  to  help. * 

This  chapter  reports  the  questions,  anxieties,  and  problems 
expressed  by  the  students  in  their  free  writing  on  the  supplement.  The 
material  has  been  reorganized  and  rephrased*    However,  the  feeling  and 
thought,  and  in  acme  cases,  the  original  words  of  the  students  have  been 
retained. 

The  generalized  problems  are  given  separately  for  boys  and  girls  of 
grades  7,  8,  and  9  of  both  schools  combined.    The  problems  are  listed 
serially  by  sex  for  each  grade.    However,  the  questions,  anxieties,  and 
problems  which  are  common  to  both  boys  and  girls  arc  given  first  at  the 
beglxLdng  of  each  section  for  each  grade. 

At  the  time  of  the  survey,  the  pupils  were  quite  conscious  of  the 
rationing  problems.    This  probably  accounts  for  the  many  problems  which 
are  found  dealing  with  this  general  classification. 

The  morale  and  mental  hygiene  of  children  are  especially  susceptible 
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to  the  conditions  of  war.    Pear,  insecurity,  and  other  forms  of  mental 
strain  nay  be  produced  by  the  absence  of  father  or  brother  for  military 
duty  or  industrial  service  at  a  distance,  absenoe  of  the  mother  from  the 
home  to  work  in  a  factory,  restricted  play  areas,  and  the  emphasis  on 
war  themes  in  the  radio,  newspaper,  and  motion-picture. 

A  survey  of  the  problems  reported  clearly  indicates  that  the 
national  emergency  has  raised  many  of  these  problems  in  the  minds  of  the 
pupils  -  problems  which  cause  anxiety  and  about  which  they  worry  a  great 
deal.    Hence,  it  follows  that  all  teachers  have  a  great  responibility 
to  allay  the  fears  and  worries  of  these  young  people.    ITherever  possible, 
effective  programs  should  devote  a  substantial  amount  of  tine  to  helping 
children  find  clear  and  simple  answers  to  their  questions  about  the  war. 

Types  of  problems.—  All  of  the  war  problems,  anxieties,  and  ques- 
tions reported  by  the  pupils  have  been  classified  by  the  writer  into  ten 
categories.    The  materials  involve,  at  least,  one  of  the  following: 
(1)  Rationing,  (2)  disturbed  Home  Life,  (3)  Reoreational  disturbances, 
(4)  Social  disturbances,  (5)  "  motional  Disturbances,  (G)  Helping  Win  the 
Y/ar,  (7)  The  dinout,  (8)  Prediction  of  Future  Happenings,  (9)  Education, 
and  (10)  Financial  Conditions. 

The  majority  of  the  anxieties  have  been  classified  under  Emotional 
disturbances.    Some  of  the  problems  overlapped  into  two  or  more  areas; 
in  these  cases,  the  problems  were  sorted  into  the  area  appearing  to 
receive  the  greatest  emphasis. 

It  may  not  be  especially  easy  to  obtain  answers  for  many  of  the 
problems  and  questions.    Hot/ever,  facts  are  available  to  answer  some  of 
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them.    I&tny  of  the  problems  pertaining  to  rationing  have  since  been 
partly  remedied,  by  the  point  system,  to  the  extent  that  all  families 
can  obtain  their  just  share  of  available  foods.    Some  will  have  to  wait 
until  the  end  of  the  war  for  their  solution;  other  problems,  especially 
those  concerned  with  the  future,  can  not  be  answered  definitely  by  the 
data  we  have  at  hand.    However,  even  in  the  latter  case,  it  is  possible 
for  most  pupils  to  obtain  relief  from  strain  by  discusiing  their  prob- 
lems intelligently  and  making  inferences  about  future  developments  from 
present  and  past  occurrences. 

Yio  statistical  summary  of  the  frequencies  of  the  aotual  problems  is 
presented,  but  a  statistical  summary  of  the  problems  classified  by  the 
ten  categories  is  shown  in  Table  108,  which  will  follow  the  listing  of 
the  war  problems  reported  by  the  ninth-grade  pupils. 

The  outline  of  problems  for  each  grade  together  with  the  summary 
shown  in  Table  108  should  be  of  service  to  counselors,  teachers,  and 
administrators  who  are  trying  to  adjust  the  school  to  the  needs  of  the 
pupils  and  the  conditions  of  the  times.

5 •  Vire  can't  go  pleasure  driving  no?;. 

6»  I  am  worried  about  relatives  who  are  in  the  arr.:od  forces*    I  hope

7*  I  an  worried  about  my  brother  who  is  in  the  Any  because  wo  have 

not  heard  from  bin  for  some  tine. 

In  general,  the  chief  concern  of  the  boys  in  the  various  grades 
involved  problems  dealing  with  rationing,  whereas  the  girls  were  nore 
concerned  with  probl-.r.:s  dealing  with  emotional  disturbances*  However, 
the  girls  of  the  eighth  grade  were  chiefly  concerned  with  problems 
dealing  with  rationing* 
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CHAPTER  V 

SUMMARY  OF  MAJOR  FIIIDI1TG3,  C02JCLU3I02TS,  JQgD  iECCM-EHDATIONS 

1.  Results  of  the  Questions  on  Page  Five  of  the  Check  List. 

Scope  of  this  chapter.--  Section  one  of  this  chapter  reports  the 
answers  to  the  questions  on  page  five  of  the  Problem  Check  List  while 
section  two  contains  a  summary  of  some  of  the  major  findings,  conclusions, 
and  recommendations. 

"Yfaioh  of  the  problems  you  have  marked  are  tx'oubling  you  most?" — 
The  responses  to  this  question  were  sorted  separately  for  boys  and  girls 
of  each  school;  then  the  problems  which  were  marked  by  5  per  cent  or  more 
of  the  pupils  in  one  or  another  of  the  four  sex  groups  were  tabulated  as 
shown  in  Table  109.    Analysis  of  these  data  shows  that  the  three  problems 
which  trouble  the  pupils  of  both  schools  most  are:    "trouble  with  arith- 
metic", "afraid  of  failing  in  school  work",  and  "wanting  to  earn  some  of 
my  own  money".    However,  this  last  problem  was  ranked  in  fifth  place  by 
the  girls  of  School  B,  whereas  their  third  most  important  problem  was 
"afraid  of  tests". 

It  should  be  noted  that  13  out  of  the  20  problems  shown  in  Table  109 
come  from  two  areas  distributed  as  follows;    7  from  the  area  of  "School 
'York"  and  6  from  the  area  of  "Health  and  Physical  Development".  The 
remaining  areas  contributed  one  or  two  problems  each  except  the  area  of 
"Home  and  Family"  which  contributed  none. 
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The  boys  and  girl  a  of  School  A  are  nearly  eq*oaliy  oonoerned  about 
the  above  20  problems,  but  in  School  B  the  girls  show  higher-percentage 
frequencies  in  many  of  the  problems.    However,  no  real  differences  are 
found  in  Table  109,

Although  the  pupils  were  encouraged  to  write  about  two  or  three  of 
their  problems,  most  of  the  pupils  referred  to  thesa  either  by  the  item 
number  or  simply  rewrote  the  problem,    however,  a  few  pupils  did  enlarge 
upon  their  problems.    The  following  statements  illustrate  what  some  of 
then  said: 
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"Too  tall  for  my  age.    When  mooting  friends  of  my  family  they 
say:  'Isn't  she  tall  for  her  age?1    I  smile  but  feel  terrible." 
(G73)  (G7B  means  a  girl  in  the  seventh  grade  of  School  B.) 

"People  don't  under stand  me.    I  am  interested  in  science  and 
aeronautics*    I  try  to  explain  but  they  do  not  understand  and  call 
me  crazy."  (B7B) 

"I  am  afraid  of  maiding  mistakes  e  •  l  the  time  because  the  class 
laughs  at  me  and  makes  fun  of  me  for  tho  rc^t  of  the  day,"  (G8B) 

"I  havo  a  morning  paper  route  and  have  to  get  up  very  early  in 
the  morning*    At  the  end  of  the  week  I  collect  the  paper  money  and 
spend  it  very  foolishly.    This  is  worrying  me."  (B8A) 

"Hot  knowing  what  to  do  on  a  date.    I  am  becoming  a  big  girl 
and  shortly  I  will  need  to  know  these  tilings  but  I  am  afraid  to 
consult  my  mother  in  fear  she  will  scold  me."  (G9B) 

"Wanting  to  earn  some  of  my  own  money.  I  do  not  like  to  depend 
upon  my  mother  or  father  to  give  me  money  and  I  like  to  help  at  home 
with  the  expenses,  especially  my  clothes."  (B9B) 

There  is  no  doubt  that  a  conference  with  some  understanding  teacher 
would  greatly  aid  the  sbove  pupils. 

"Have  you  enjoyed  using  this  check  list  of  problems?"—  The  replies 

to  this  question  indicated  that  nearly  all  pupils  enjoyed  using  the  cheok 

list.    The  response  of  the  pupils  of  both  schools  combined  was:  91  per 

cent  in  the  affirmative,  3  per  cent  in  the  negative,  and  6  per  cent  made 

no  statement.    The  distribution  in  each  school  was  about  the  same. 

However,  in  School  B  the  girls  led  the  boys  in  the  affirmative  by  93  to 

88  per  cent.    A  few  of  the  pupils'  comments  follow: 

"I  certainly  have.    It  has  helped  me  to  know  my  problems 
better."  (G8A) 

"Yes,  I  think  it  made  me  understand  about  a  lot  of  things. "  (B8B) 
"Yes,  I  have  really  enjoyed  filling  out  this  list."  (G7B) 
Replies  to  questions  5  and  4.-- ■  These  two  questions  are  closely 
allied.    Consequently,  the  replies  will  be  discussed  in  this  section.  Tho 
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replies  indicate  that  ir.  general,  WtijJ  one-third  of  the  pupils  are  willing 
to  spend  more  time  in  school  in  trying  to  do  soncthing  about  their  prob- 
lems, about  one-half  said  no  and  the  remainder  had  no  opinion  one  way  or 
the  other • 

The  replies  in  School  A  to  quostion  3,  "Would  you  like  to  spend 
more  tine  in  school  trying  to  do  sane-thing  about  sane  of  your  problems?", 
were  distributed  as  follows:  34  per  cent  of  the  boys  sai-_  yes,  50  per  cent 
said  no,  and  1G  per  cent  made  no  statement;  also,  37  per  cent  of  the  girls 
said  yes,  42  per  cent  said  no,  and  21  per  cent  made  no  statoacnt.  In 
School  B  the  replies  were  distributed  as  follows:  24  per  cent  of  the  boys 
said  yes,  52  per  cent  said  no,  and  24  per  cent  nade  no  statement;  also, 
43  per  cent  of  the  girls  said  yes,  38  per  cent  said  no,  and  19  per  cent 
nade  no  statement. 

A  few  of  the  replies  to  question  3  follow: 

"Yes,  maybe  most  of  my  problems  could  be  solved,"  (G9B) 

"l.o,  I  believe  that  school  is  no  placo  to  discv.;s  family  or 
private  matters."  (B9A) 

The  distribution  of  the  replies  of  the  boys  of  Scliool  B  and  of  the 
girls  of  School  A  to  question  4,  "Would  you  like  to  talk  to  someone  about 
some  of  your  problems?"  was  essentially  the  same  as  their  replies  to 
question  3.    However,  the  distribution  for  the  boys  of  School  A  and  the 
girls  of  School  B  was  different.    Hence  these  aro  given.    The  replies  of 
the  boys  of  School  A  were  distributed  as  follows:  23  per  cent  said  yes, 
57  per  cent  said  no,  and  20  per  cent  made  no  statement;  whoroas  in  School 
B,  27  per  cent  of  the  girls  said  yes,  42  per  cent  said  no,  and  31  per  cent 
made  no  statement. 
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A  few  illustrative  replies  to  question  4  follow: 

"Yes,  I  would  like  it  very  much  especially  to  tali  about 
item  182  Want  advice  on  what  to  do  after  high  school'."  (B9B) 

"Yes,  with  the  home-room  -ceacher. !1  (B7B) 

"No,  I  tell  my  mother  and  she  helps  ne  out."  (G9A) 

"IJo,  prayer  helps  more."  (G8A) 

The  data  on  questions  3  ana  4  indicate  that  a  large  majority  of 
junior-high-school  pupils  are  not  paricularly  interested  in  doing 
something  in  school  about  solving  their  problems.    Here  is  a  challenge  to 
the  guidance  department  in  each  school  to  stimulate  interest  and  create 
the  desire  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  to  obtain  help  from  their  teachers. 

Problems  that  were  not  included  in  'die  Problem  Cheok  List. —  In  an 
effort  to  locate  these  problems,  the  following  sentence  was  added  to  the 
check  list»    "Make  a  list  of  any  of  your  other  problems  which  are  not 
covered  by  this  questionnaire." 

Very  few  new  problems  were  submitted  by  the  pupils.    However,  these 
few  were  sorted  and  resulted  in  the  following  15  problems.    If  those 
problems  were  resubmitted  to  the  pupils,  it  is  possible  that,  due  to  the 
power  of  suggestion  or  recall,  some  would  also  be  found  troubling  many 
other  students.    Hence,  before  accepting  them  as  good  items,  the  writer 
suggests  that  a  preliminary  survey  be  made.    The  problems  are  listed  here 
simply  to  aoquaint  the  reader  with  the  results  obtained,    "o  attempt  has 
been  made  to  classify  them,  but  they  can  each  be  readily  classified  under 
the  headings  of  the  Problem  Check  List.    The  15  erctra  problems  are: 

1.  Trouble  with  Latin. 

2.  V/alking  too  far  to  school. 

3.  Trouble  with  hi  story. 


4.  Trouble  with  French* 

5.  Worried  about  being  tardy  for  school. 

6*  difficult  to  compete  with  other  boys  in  the  gym* 

7.  I  want  to  pass  more  tests  in  scouting* 

8.  I  don't  leave  school  early  enough  to  deliver  my  papers. 
9*  VJondcring  if  I  can  fix  -tilings  so  as  to  save  money. 

10.  V.anting  to  know  more  about  sports. 

11*  Too  many  people  tell  no  their  troubles, 

12.  Vr'ould  like  to  help  people  i  .ore  • 

13.  I  an  always  biting  ny  fingernails. 

14.  I  read  too  much  at  hone. 

15.  I  don't  like  to  get  up  in  the  morning. 

The  majority  of  these  problems  really  pertain  to  school  work. 


2.  Summary 

^ajor  findings.—  A  summary  of  the  findings  of  this  study  reveals  a 
number  of  facts. 

The  average  (nean)  number  of  problems  narked  by  the  511  pupils  of 
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both  schools  combined  was  17.2  and  the  range  ran  from  0  to  158.  In 
School  A  the  average  number  of  problems  was  18.9  for  all  pupils,  18»3  for 
the  boys,  and  12.4  for  girls;  whereas  in  School  B  the  average  number  of 
problem*  was  15.5  for  all  pupils,  15.8  for  the  boys,  and  15.3  for  the 
girls.    That  is,  the  boys  mariced  more  problems  than  the  girls  in  School  B, 
but  in  School  A  this  tendency  was  reversed  with  the  girls  leading  the 
boys.    Also,  the  pupils  of  School  A  marked  more  problems  than  the  pupils 
of  School  B. 

On  the  basis  of  grade  levels,  the  average  number  of  problems 
increases  from  tho  seventh  towards  the  ninth  grude  in  School  A,  but  in 
School  B  the  peak  is  at  the  eighth  grade  with  the  ninth  grade  having  the 
lowest-average  number  of  problems,    however,  on  the  basis  of  both  schools 
combined  (Table  13),  the  eighth-grade  pupils  have  the  highest-average 
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number  of  problems  (average  20 . 4)  and  the  seventh-grade  pupils  have  the 
lowest-average  number  of  problems  (average  15*3) • 

^  On  the  basis  of  the  three  intelligence  levels,  the  average  number  of 
problems  (Column  3,  Table  105)  decreases  in  School  A  from  -the  low  towards 
the  high-lutolligence  level,  but  in  School  B  the  ileT  Wgj'wt  1 1  tl<1  TJgmX 
group  has  the  highest-average  number  of  problems.    Comparison  of  the 
averago  numbers  of  problems  reported  in  each  grade  at  the  three  intelli- 
gence  levels  (disregard  unclassified  groups)  indicates  that  in  general, 
the  average-intelligence  group  has  the  highest-average  number  of  problems, 
and  that  the  high-intelligence  group  reports  slightly  fewer  problems  than 
the  low-intelligence  group.    This  conclusion  is  further  supported  by  the 

results  obtained  from  the  total  number  of  pupils  in  both  schools  b.    sex  as 

/ 

well  as  all  pupils  combined*'    SY>r  example,  at  the  low,  average,  and  high- 
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intelligence  levels  respectively  there  were  reported:  355  problems  by  21 
boys  (average  16.9),  1233  problems  by  03  boys  (average  13.2),  and  892 
problems  by  59  boys  (average  15.1);  also,  592  problems  by  33  girls 
(average  15. G),  1933  problems  by  102  girls  (average  1G.9),  and  10GG  prob- 
lems by  73  girls  (average  14.6). 

Perhaps  one  outstanding  fact  to  be  derived  from  the  results  of  this 
survey  is  the  high  degree  of  similarity  of  the  problems  of  the  pupils  in 
both  schools  A  and  3,    It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  problems  found 
in  the  Present  Study  are  similar  to  those  found  in  Study  C  (Tables  18,  19, 
and  20).    The  data  for  School  A  (Table  13)  show  the  same  grade  trend  as 
Study  C,  that  is,  the  average  number  of  problems  inoreasos  from  the 
seventh  to  the  ninth  grade;  howovor,  in  School  B  and  in  the  data  for  the 
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combined  schools  the  average  number  of  problems  decreases  from  the 
eighth  to  the  ninth  grade.    Table  19  shows  the  same  sex  trends  as  Study 
C  -with  the  boys  having  more  problems  than  the  girls  in  School  13  and  both 
schools  combined,  but  in  School  A  this  sex  trend  is  reversed.    Table  20 
also  shows  a  high  degree  of  similarity  with  the  specific  problems  of 
Study  C,    Except  for  a  few  items,  the  percentage  frequencies  are  nearly 
equal  in  all  areas  except  in  tho  area  of  "Health  and  Piiysical  development" 
In  tliis  area  the  percentage  frequencies  of  the  Present  Study  are  consist- 
ently higher  than  those  of  Study  C  (for  a  possible  reason  3ee  p*  51). 

The  most  prevalent  problems  of  tiie  boys  and  girls  of  Schools  ft  and  B 
are  found  in  the  area  of  "School  Work"  (Column  4,  Table    3  and  Table  12), 
with  the  boys  leading  the  girls  to  a  marked  degree.    However,  the  girls 
of  School  A  are  primarily  concerned  with  the  problems  in  the  area  of 
"Helf-C entered  Concerns"  with  the  problems  in  the  area  of  "School  Work" 
being  of  secondary  importance. 

The  boys  consistently  load  tho  girls  at  all  grade  levels  (Tables  4 
to  10  inclusive)  in  their  average  number  of  problems  in  the  area  of 
"School  York"  except  in  the  ninth  grade  of  School  A  and  tho  eighth  grade 
of  School  B  where  the  girls  hold  ■  substantial  lead  over  the  boys.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  girls  lead  the  boys  at  all  grade  levels  in  the 
psychological  areas,  that  is,  by  a  considerable  margin  in  the  area  of 
"Self-C entered  Concerns"  and  to  a  lesser  degree  in  "delations  to  People 
in  General"  excopt  in  the  seventh  grade  of  School  B  for  both  areas  and  in 
the  eighth  grade  of  School  A  for  the  latter  area. 

Comparisons  of  the  data  (Tables  4  to  10  inclusive),  on  the  basis  of 
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grade  levels  for  the  total  number  of  pupils  i:i  each  grade,  alco  show  that 
the  pupils  at  all  grade  levels  of  both  Schools  A  and  B  are  primarily 
concerned  -with  the  problems  in  the  area  of  "School  Yiork"  except  that  the 
pupils  in  the  ninth  grade  of  School  A  are  slightly  more  concerned  with 
the  problens  in  the  area  of  "Miscellaneous  Problems". 

In  general,  the  area  of  secondary  importance  at  nearly  all  grade 
levels  in  both  schools  is  "Health  and  Physical  Development" ;  this  is 
followed  closely  by  emphasis  in  the  areas  of  "Miscellaneous  Problems"  and 
"Self-C entered  Concerns". 

Table  109  which  indicates  the  problems  reported  by  all  pupils  of  both 
schools  (in  response  to  Question  1  on  page  five  of  the  Problem  Check  List) 
also  shows  that  most  of  the  pupils1  problems  are  concentrated  in  the  areas 
of  "School  Viork"  and  "health  and  Physical  Development". 

Comparison  of  sex  differences  at  the  three  grade  levels  |s  each  school 
reveals  the  following  facts  (Tables  4  to  10  inclusive). 

At  the  seventh-grade  level  in  School  A,  the  boys  arc  concerned  prima- 
rily with  sohool  problems  and  secondarily  with  health  and  miscellaneous 
problems  but  the  girls  are  concerned  primarily  with  health  problems  and 
snoondarily  with  personal-psychological  problems;  whereas  in  School  B 
both  the  boys  and  girls  are  concerned  primarily  with  school  problems  and 
secondarily  with  health  problems. 

At  the  eighth-grade  level,  the  boys  of  Sohool  A  are  concoraed 
primarily  with  sohool  probloms  and  secondarily  with  miscellaneous  problems, 
whereas  the  girls  are  oonoerned  primarily  with  the  problems  in  the  area 
of  "iielf -Centered  Concerns"  and  secondarily  with  school  problems.    On  the 
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other  hand,  both  the  boys  and  girls  of  School  B  are  concerned  primarily 
■with  school  problems  and  secondarily  -with  miscellaneous  problems • 

At  the  ninth-grade  level,  both  the  boys  and  girls  of  School  A  are 
concerned  primarily  with  miscellaneous  problems  and  secondarily  with 
school  problems.    On  the  other  hand,  both  the  boys  and  girls  of  School  B 
are  concerned  primarily  with  school  problems,  but  secondarily  the  boys 
are  concerned  with  health  problems  while  the  girls  are  more  concerned 
with  the  problems  in  the  area  of  "Self-Centered  Concerns". 

Sixty-eight  problems  out  of  the  210  problems  in  the  Check  List  were 
marked  by  10  per  cent  or  more  of  the  pupils  (Column  6,  Tables  11  to  17 
inclusive).    Analysis  of  the  data  in  these  tables  reveals  that  the  number 
of  problems  marked  by  10  per  cent  or  more  of  the  pupils  in  School  A  was  77 
for  the  boy 8  and  82  for  the  girls,  whereas  in  School  B  the  number  of 
problems  was  54  for  the  boys  and  55  for  the  girls* 

A  large  number  of  real  differences  was  found  in  comparing  the  per- 
centage frequencies  in  the  many  tables  of  Chapter  III.    'uowever,  the  vast 
majority  of  real  differences  was  found  fcfl  comparing  the  percentage 
frequencies  for  the  girls,  14  were  found  for  the  ninth-grade  girls  of 
School  A  |a  Tables  56  to  62  inclusive  (p.  115),  and  25  for  the  eighth- 
grade  girls  of  School  B  in  Tables  84  to  90  inclusive  (p.  149). 

Analysis  of  the  percentage  frequencies  in  Column  6  of  Tables  11  to  17 
inclusive  shows  that  the  number  of  problems  marked  by  10  per  cent  or  more 
of  the  pupils  in  the  various  areas  is  distributed  as  follows:  15  in  the 
area  of  "Health  and  Physical  Development1'',  14  in  the  area  of  "School  V/ork", 
12  in  the  area  of  "Self- Centered  Concerns",  10  in  the  aroa  of  'l  miscellaneous 
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Problems",  7  in  the  area  of  "Boy  and  Girl  delations'',  8  in  tho  area  of 
"Relations  to  People  in  General",  and  4  in  the  area  of  "Home  end  Family". 
Por  information  on  the  actual  problems  to  be  found  for  sex  and  grade 
levels,  the  reader  is  referred  to  tlx©  numerous  tables  in  Chapter  III. 
however,  the  most  important  problems  on  the  entire  Problem  Cheol;  List 
that  were  reportod  by  both  the  boys  and  girls  at  the  three  levels  of 
intelligence  from  all  grades  of  both  schools  combined  arc  shown  in  Tables 
10G  and  107.    These  tables  indicate  a  number  of  problems  showing  pro- 
gressive tendencies,  sox;:e  increasing  and  some  decreasing,  from  the  low 
towards  the  high-intelligence  level  (p.  1S7).    "Trouble  with  arithmetic" 
and  'wanting  to  earn  some  of  my  own  money"  are  found  among  the  first 
five  most  important  problems  for  both  boys  and  girls  at  the  three 
intelligence  levels. 

Only  15  problems  most  of  which  pertained  to  school  worl:  (p.  208) 
•were  reported  by  the  pupils  in  addition  to  those  in  Mooneye  ohock  list 
and  although  most  of  the  pupils  enjoyed  filling  out  the  Chech  list  only 
about  one -third  wore  willing  to  spend  more  time  in  school  in  trying  to 
solve  their  problems.    This  reaction  is  probably  due  to  a  misconceived 
idea  that  the  solution  of  their  problems  always  entails  extra  time  after 
school.    They  fail  to  realise  that  special  classes  can  be  provided  for 
this  purpose  during  school  time. 

Conclusions  end  reocj.-a.iendations. —  The  above  findings  suggest  the 
following  conclusions  and  recom  .ondations  for  this  study* 

The  pupils  of  School  A  tend  to  have  about  20  per  cent  more  problemi 
then  the  pupils  of  School  B  and  this  situation  is  consistent  at  the  three 
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intelligence  levels  (Column  8,  Table  105).    In  general,  it  can  be  said 
that  boys  tend  to  have  slightly  more  problems  tlian  girls. 

The  pupils  at  the  average-intelligence  level  have  the  highest- 
average  number  of  problems  (Column  8,  Table  105), 

On  the  basis  of  the  total  nunber  of  pupils  in  both  schools  of  this 
study,  the  pupils  at  the  eighth-gi*ade  level  have  the  highest-average 
number  of  problems  (Column  3,  Table  18). 

In  general,  it  can  be  said  that  the  problens  of  youth  in  this  city 
are  essentially  the  same  as  those  found  by  ^ooney  in  Ohio  (see  Table  20). 

Boys  find  it  more  difficult  to  adjust  themselves  to  school  work, 
whereas  girls  are  more  concerned  with  social  and  psychological  problens* 
There  is  evidence  (Table  10)  that  girls  lack  self-control,  are  nore 
sensitive,  and  are  nore  stub  orn  than  the  boys,    hence  it  is  recom  ended 
that  the  boys  bo  given  nore  opportunities  to  overcome  their  acadenic 
difficulties  and  that  the  school  program  bo  adjusted  so  as  to  provide 
nore  effectively  for  the  solution  of  the  psychological  problens  of  the 
girls.    In  fact,  a  survey  of  the  average  number  of  problc  s  in  each  area 
(Table  '6j  and  of  the  oritical  items  (Tables  11  to  17  inclusive)  indicates 
that  the  school  program  needs  to  be  better  adapted  to  the  interests  and 
needs  of  yo'ath.    Skills  and  knowledge  must  be  more  direotly  related  to 
pupils*  Interests  if  they  are  to  be  properly  appreciated  by  the  pupils. 

Dm  problems  in  the  area  of  'uohool  Ivork'1  (Table  12)  are  the  nost 
iaportant  to  nearly  all  boys  and  girls  of  both  schools,    hence  it  follows 
that  che  eleven  items  in  this  area  (p.  34)  offer  a  challenge  to  the  school. 
Here  is  a  greut  opportunity  to  serve  the  individual  and  improve  the  school 
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curricula. 

For  example,  it  is  buncos  tad  that  the  teaching  of  mathematics  at  the 
jin^ior-high-school  level  follow  the  psychological  organisation  as 
advocated  by  specialists  in  the  field  of  mathematics*    In  other  words, 
the  courses  must  (1)  he  adjusted  to  the  known  aptitudes,  abilities, 
interests,  aims,  and  needs  of  the  pupil  at  a  ;;iven  grado  level;  (2)  in- 
crease gradually  in  complexity;  (o)  make  use  of  realia  and  visual  aids 
for  better  blending  of  tho  abstract  and  concrete;  and  (4)  provide  for 
constant  use  of  learning  products  in  other  experiential  areas  than  those 
of  mathematics* 

At  the  elementary  level,  more  effective  drill  should  be  given  to 
develop  accuracy  and  facility  in  the  fundamental  processes*    However,  it 
should  follow  understanding  and  be  organised  so  that  the  pupil  may  watch 
his  daily  growth* 

Pupils  should  also  be  taught  ho?/  to  study  effectively*    The  key  to 
teaching  students  how  to  study  is  supervision  and  direction  of  individuals 
while  they  teach  themselves* 

The  above  reoou.endations  should  tend  to  reduce  the  high  percentage 
of  fear  expressed  by  the  pupils*  The  girls  especially  show  need  of  much 
help  in  the  field  of  mental  hygiene* 

Greater  emphasis  should  also  be  placed  on  pcnnansliip  since  a  high 
percentage  of  boys  in  both  schools  expressed  concern  over  this  item* 

Hie  problems  in  the  area  of  "health  and  Physical  development" 
(Table  11)  are  next  in  importance*    A  number  of  the  most  critical  items 
(p.  33)  checked  in  this  area  seen  to  indicate  no  d  for  a  greatly  improved 
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physical  training  program  for  boys  and  girls  alike.    The  health  of  the 
individual  pupil  should  be  one  of  the  first  objectives  of  the  school 
because  the  improvement  of  a  pupil's  health  often  eliminates  nan;/  other 
problems*    Her.ce,  it  is  recommended  tliat  the  school  should  supply  not 
only  formal  instruction  in  health,  but  provide  a  health  service  and  an 
opportunity  to  develop  strong  healthy  bodies  by  selected  physical 
activities,  games,  and  sports*    'vidence  also  indicates  need  for  emphasis 
on  nutrition* 

It  is  suggested  that  an  atteppt  be  made  to  discover  why  such  a  high 
percentage  (2G  per  cent)  of  the  girls  of  School  B  reported  that  they 
catch  colds  easily*    It  is  possible  that  one  contributing  factor  is  lack 
of  the  proper  foods  in  their  diet.    This  statement  is  partly  supported  by 
the  fact  that  23  per  cent  of  the  girls  also  checked  item  111  "don't 
like  some  foods  I  need"* 

Evidence  in  the  area  of  "lliscellaneous  Problems  (Table  14)  about 
some  of  the  items  (p*  38)  indicates  that  pupils  of  the  junior  high  school 
do  need  guidance  and  that  they  are  deeply  concerned  -with  financial 
problems.    The  findings  of  the  Present  Study  are  in  partial  aocord  with 
those  of  othor  studios.    For  example,  in  a  study  attempting  to  ex.  lore  the 
problems  and  interests  of  pupils  of  j  aaior  and  senior  high  schools,

Hidings  in  the  literature  also  indicate  that  lack  of  gui dance  is  a 
jflKftlffl  weakness  in  secondary'-  education.    It  is  now  a  fact  timt  guidance 
is  one  of  youth* s  most  pressing,  problems.    The  Present  Study  indicates 
that  need  for  guidance  increases  as  the  pupil  approaches  the  ninth  grade. 
In  commenting  upon  the  need  for  guidance  as  one  of  the  findings  in  the 

V 

report  of  the  .American  Youth  Commission,  liuby  V.  .terry  writes: 

".An  adequate  program  nust  do  rruch  more  than  train  the  child  for 
a  job  and  help  him  find  it  upon  completion  of  such  training.  It 
implies  adequate  orientation  for  each  child  with  respect  'to  his  own 
nature,  interests,  aptitudes,  and  abilities.    It  nust  help  him  to 
understand  the  world  in  which  we  live  and  help  Iiim  to  adjust  himself 
to  it  in  a  satisfactory  manner.    The  ultimate  objective  of  such 
guidance  should  be  the  full  development  of  the  personality  of  each 
individual*.    Since  personality  maladjustments  constitute  a  fertile 
source  of  social  conflict,  vocational  unpreparedncss,  social  failure 
and  suspension  of  mental  activity,  the  procedure  to  be  followed  calls 
for  a  thorough  medical,  sociological,  and  psychological  study  of 
each  pupil  for  *youth  can  be  saved  from  their  delinquencies  far  more 
effectively  than  they  con  be  treated  for  them'." 

It  is  suggested  that  the  guidance  program  in  the  entire  city  be 
planned  so  that  in  the  near  future  it  will  incorporate  the  fundamental 
principles  included  in  the  ttro  previous  quotations.    Some  work  in  guidance 
is  being  attempted  at  present  in  the  school  system  but  it  is  still  only 
in  the  stages  of  infancy. 

A  number  of  the  items  checked  in  the  area  of  "Boy  and  Girl  delations" 

Table  15  reveals  that  the  pupils  desire  social  life  and  that  they  are 

interested  in  personal  appearance.    "Learning  how  to  dance"  was  the  most 

critical  item  checked  in  the  area.    About  10  per  cent  of  the  girls  in 

both  schools  (lable  14)  wore  also  concerned  about  buying  their  own  clothes. 

As  a  rule,  all  pupils,  but  particularly  girls,  are  muoh  interested  in  their

One  of  the  findings  in  the  study  of  the  T/ar  problems  (Chaptor  IV) 
yjtis  disturbed  recreational  activities.    It  is  beconing  more  and  more 
apparent  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  schools  in  the  nation, in  this 
present  emergency,  to  provide  mere  social  functions  "where  these  young 
people  can  neet  under  the  proper  conditions.    This  right  tend  to  keep 
these  young  people  off  the  streets  and  help  to  reduce  the  alarming  increase 
throughout  the  nation  in  juvenile  delinquency.    Hence,,  it  is  suggested 
that  the  school  authorities  in  this  city  study  the  advisability  of 
providing  more  social  functions  after  regular  school  hcurs. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  rccc-m  ended  that  teachers  study  the  nost 
cx^itical  itens  at  the  grade  level  of  their  pupils  in  order  that  they 
can  better  plan  their  teaching  programs.

2.  (S)  School  (pupil's  status,  skills,  abilities,  attitudes) 

3.  (HF)  Home  and  Family  (general  conditions,  attitudes,  inter-relations) 

4.  (X)  Miscellaneous  (small  groups  of  problems  related  to  various  elements:  money,  work,  the 

future,  educational  and  vocational  plans,  religion,  opportunity  for  recreation) 

5.  (BG)  Boy  and  Girl  Relations  (opportunities,  skills,  attitudes,  desires) 

6.  (PG)  Relations  to  People  in  General   (psychological  feelings,  isolations,  aggressions) 

7.  (SC)  Self-Centered  Concerns  (psychological  moods,  tendencies,  morale,  morality) 

There  are  thirty  problems  in  each  area,  these  being  arranged  in  groups  of  five  items  across  the  six 
columns  of  problems.  The  first  area  is  the  top  group,  the  second  area  is  the  second  group,  and  so  on 
down  the  pages.  On  page  4,  at  the  end  of  each  group  is  a  box  in  which  to  record  the  count  of  problems 
marked  in  each  area.  At  the  bottom  of  this  column  of  boxes  is  a  place  for  the  total  of  the  problems 
marked  on  the  list.  If  desired,  the  area  totals  can  be  re-copied  to  the  first  page  for  greater  convenience 
in  later  reference. 

The  break  in  the  sequence  of  numbering  of  the  items  at  the  end  of  each  column  of  items  is  necessary 
in  order  to  conform  to  the  numbers  on  a  machine  tally  sheet  which  may  be  used  when  making  surveys 
of  the  responses  of  large  groups  of  students.
